The Election Analyzed 


Tue intention of this article is to 
analyze the presidential election and to 
announce quite definitely which side will 
win, giving the reasons. This, however, 
puts the writer in an invidious position, 
not from any difficulty in foretelling the 
result—that happens to be easy—but be- 
cause he does not wish to discourage 
either side. There was something to be 
said, after all, for the old-fashioned 
astrologer, who hedged, shielding himself 
both ways, and said that “on the whole 
he thought it more likely,” etc, Such talk 
discouraged no one. But to say quite 
definitely “A will win, B will not win” 
may seem to strike at the roots of hope, 
and may provoke resentment accordingly. 
Let me make it therefore quite plain that 
what I foretell is not what I wish—an 
astrologer cannot afford to have wishes 
or fears at all—but is simply what the 
stars foretell. The charts will show that 
no other conclusion is possible. 

Let us begin with General Eisenhower. 
His horoscope was discussed in Ameri- 
can Astrology for July 1952, where I 
accepted 6 p.m. L.M.T. as his hour of 
birth, and declined any rectification of 
more than 5 minutes later or earlier. On 
this basis I made it clear that Ejisen- 
hower, not Taft, would have the Republi- 
can nomination. Regarding the Demo- 
cratic convention, the only available horo- 
scopes were those of Messrs. Kefauver 
and Russell, and on this limited informa- 
tion I predicted that Russell had no 
chance, but that Kefauver, though an 
outsider, would either obtain the nomina- 
tion or at any rate come closer to it than 
was expected at the time of writing. This 
also was verified, for Russell got no- 
where, but Kefauver headed the first two 
ballots by an appreciable margin. 

At the time of the election General 
Eisenhower suffers the_transit of Nep- 
tune and Saturn over his Sun, the tran- 
sits being sidereally exact on the 12th 
and 18th of November respectively.

From this alone it is probable that most 
astrologers will predict a Democratic vic- 
tory, for these transits are very bad. 
They are not however conclusive in them- 
selves, for we all know that contrasting 
events can happen on successive days; 
one can be robbed in ‘the morning and 
recover one’s property in the evening. 
These aspects do signify disappointment 
and failure, but they may signify it at a 
slightly later or earlier date, or_in a dif- 
ferent manner. To be strictly accurate, 
therefore, they mean this: either General 
Eisenhower will suffer a grievous disap- 
pointment before the election, or else he 
will lose the election, or else his adminis- 
tration will begin by being very unsuc- 
cessful. 

With the international situation as 
dangerous as it is at present, one cannot 
look forward with optimism to the presi- 
dency*of a man whose horoscope has 
such unlucky aspects. From the Republi- 
can point of view, Mr. Taft would have 
been a better choice, and from the na- 
tional point of view it is most unlikely 
that Governor Stevenson’s horoscope 
would be so unfortunate. And indeed it 
is not. Therefore, however much one 
may for political reasons desire the 
victory ‘for Eisenhower, one is bound to 
admit that on astrological grounds it is 
not desirable. 

And indeed it will not happen. Here is 
General Eisenhower's solar return for 
October 15, 1952, and his demi-lunar 
return for November Ist. In the solar, 
Mars is on the midheaven, which is not 
surprising, as Mars is Eisenhower's ruler 
and has, been strong in all his returns 
concerned with the election. Jupiter, 
planet of success, is in the first, but 38 
degtees below the Ascendant, whereas 
the Saturn-Neptune conjunction, which 
afflicts the Sun so closely, is very strong 
in the seventh angle. As if to make quite 
sure, the Moon is on the place of the 
natal Saturn.

To tell us whether the sad conjunction 
will operate at election-time or later, we 
need the demi-lunar return for Novem- 
ber Ist. It is clear enough, Saturn and 
Neptune fall in the tenth, within 5 de- 
grees of the meridian, and square to 
both Uranus and Mars. Jupiter is out of 
the picture. 

Now politically speaking the faifure of 
Eisenhower spells the failure of his 
understudy, Senator Richard Nixon. As- 
trologically, however, there is no com- 
pelling reason why Nixon’s horoscope 
should be bad just because Eisenhower’s 
is bad. Why should not Nixon’s signify 
triumph at the moment when Eisen- 
hower’s announces failure ?\ There seems 
to be no reason at all. Let us therefore, 
for confirmation, look at the horoscope 
of Senator Nixon, which we have on 
good authority, since American Astrology 
obtained it directly from his mother. 

Richard Nixon was born about 9:30 
p.m. in Orange County, California (33 
N 42, 117 W 48) on January 9, 1913. 
This gives him, sidereally speaking, 23° 
Leo rising (a very political constella- 
tion), Sun 25° 46’ 18” Sagittarius, Moon 
26° 27’ Capricorn, with the vernal Point 
in 6° 22’ 24” Pisces. (In the tropical 
zodiac, Virgo rises, with Sun in Capri- 
corn, Moon in Aquarius.) The lunar re- 
turn for October 27, 1952 shows the As- 
cendant (at Washington) at 28 Virgo, 
exactly conjunction Neptune 27° 45’

12h. 59m. (corrected). 


Virgo, conjunction Saturn 25° 44’ Virgo. 
It will be noted that the square of Saturn 
to the natal Sun is only two minutes of 
arc from being perfect. 

From all this it follows that Governor 
Adlai Stevenson will be the next Presi- 
dent of these United States, unless of 
course he dies in the meanwhile, which 
is not very likely. We have it on his own 
authority that his hour of birth is not 
known ; but that will not stop astrologers 
from publishing imaginary horoscopes, 
and it may therefore be helpful to throw 
some light on the question of guessing, 
which personally I find much easier in 
terms of the constellations. 

The world is trying now to outgrow 
the lust for power. Before very long all 
candidates will have to be dragged, like 
Mr. Stevenson, reluctantly to the altar, 
and men like Mr. Kefauver, (a typical 
Leo-Cancer native, who wants to be Pres- 
ident or nothing) will be regarded as out 
of date. 

Venus Probable Ruler 

But even so, Governor Stevenson’s be- 
havior before nomination was rather pe- 
culiar. No sidereal-Aries native would go 
to such lengths in announcing his reluc- 
tance—for fear that he might not get the 
job! No sidereal-Leo would be capable 
of genuinely not wanting it. And no 
sidereal-Scorpio would be .capable of sit- 
ting still and not lifting a finger, These

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Eisenhower Vs Stevenson 


A Study in Similarities 


Tus is the first time in American 
history that both candidates were born in 
or under 34 degrees of latitude and that’s 
pretty far South, almost in the deep 
south except that both candidates were 
born rather far west of the Mississippi, 
The General was born in Dennison, 
Texas; the Governor in Los Angeles, 
California. 

Now fof a little retrospection. 

Four years ago this country was 
treated to a spectacle in which everyone, 
judging from the noise that was made, 
was sort of sorry for the little man who 
didn’t have a ghost of a chance in the 
election. Then one morning we awoke to 
the fact that he had decisively beaten his 
opponent. People wondered how it could 
have happened. There were the dairymen 
and farmers in the “once always” Re- 
publican states of Wisconsin and Iowa 
who had voted Democratic. And so on; 
but the plain fact is that the American 
public had turned out to vote for Truman. 

A nation chooses the sort of govern- 
ment it needs, What is so difficult is to 
sit in judgment on ourselves. Just as a 
person never knows how his or her voice 
sounds until it is recorded and played 
back, so we as a people, a nation, do not 
know our needs except by hindsight, ex- 
pert dopesters, Gallup polls and_politi- 
cal prophets notwithstanding. 

The nation which voted for F, D. R. 
was the one which was broken, not 
spiritually or morally, but physically dur- 
ing the so-called depression of 1929-1937, 
It voted for a man, once almost an in- 
carnation of the 1920s, but now broken 
physically, though spirit and morale re- 
mained high. 

Then the reaction after World War II. 
We had enough of taking things by 
storm. The nation needed a respite. In 
the days of Harding this was known as 
normalcy. Whatever you call it the man 
who seemed to represent the desires of 
the nation was Harry S. Truman and he

was elected. In President Truman we 
have had the average American man, a 
good man, one who knows his business 
well and carries on in surroundings not 
devoid of corruption or of confusion or 
unfriendliness. How true this is! Look 
about you and consider the problems 
which beset your neighbor,. your local 
business man or the average wage earner 
in your locality if you want to know 
more. , 

Significantly it has remained for an 
astrologer from abroad to show how it 
was that Harry has clicked as a candi- 
date for reelection and as_ president. 
Cyril Fagan, the Irish scholar, in one of 
his recent ephemerides, has shown that 
if the horoscope of the candidate is re- 
calculated for Washington, D. C. and is 
also read in terms of the long-neglected 
zodiac of the constellations, the value of 
the nominee in relation to the nation’s 
needs can be estimated. From the esti- 
mates of the potentialities of the nominees 
a choice can be made, providing that the 
nation’s needs are really known. 

So, let us try and see what the General 
and the Governor have to offer. 

General Eisenhower 

The birth chart of General Dwight D. 
Eisenhower is well known. It was first 
cast by Clement Hey, an unusually gifted 
and thorough researcher, years ago. Re- 
cent attempts to rectify it alter it but 
little. He was born in Dennison, Texas, 
on the anniversary of the famous battle 
of Hastings, October 14, 1890. The local 
time was 5:56 p.m., or 6:22 p.m., Central 
Standard Time. 

It appears that the General has the 
second degree of Taurus rising, the ruler 
(Venus) indicating by its position that 
his life work.is an inheritance or in 
other words an evolution proceeding un- 
broken. By far the most prominent mark 
is Mars in Capricorn in orb of the mid- 
heaven, precisely what you’d expect of a 
famous general. The only other thing, at

this moment, is the clustering of sun, 
moon, Mercury, Saturn and Uranus in 
or close by the sixth house, amply show- 
ing that General Eisenhower is a very 
hard worker and a loyal and efficient 
servant of government and people. The 
only unfortunate mark in the birth chart 
is the setting moon. ; 

The birth horoscope which we have 
shown is in the zodiac commonly used, 
i.e., the tropical zodiac. It would be in- 
structive to rewrite it in terms of the 
sidereal zodiac but let us recalculate the 
birth chart, altering the angles and the 
intermediary Placidian house cusps as if 
for Washington? D. C., and then put 
everything in the other zodiac. The side- 
real zodiac is basic. The tropical zodiac 
graphically portrays the present. The 
sidereal is related to the tropical much 
as the natal is related to the progressed 
horoscope. Neither should be neglected. 


The General’s sidereal natal for Wash- 
ington has the ninth degree of Taurus 
rising, with Neptune but four degrees be- 
low the ascendant and conjunct Pluto 
which is but one degree further along. 
This dominates everything else. Jupiter 
applies to the midheaven but is out of orb, 
being 7% degrees of arc away. More- 
over, Jupiter is in its fall in Capricorn 
but by progression is in the 17th degree 
of Capricorn squard in the midheaven at 
this time and accounts for the general’s 
nomination for president. The high and 
exalted Mars which we saw in the birth 
chart is now on the cusp of the 9th in the 
brilliant 21st degree of Sagittarius. Bas- 
ically the General is, and always will be 
that superlative figure: the dashing cav- 
alry leader who charges straight, ahead to 
shining victory. Destiny has transformed 
him to be the successful general of 
armies. This move toward Washington 
substitutes Jupiter for Mars so that if 
he becomes President, he will not be re- 
garded as a military man. The military 
part of him will be in the pages of his- 
tory. The exoteric ruler of the figure 
(still Venus) is setting and is undig- 
nified in Scorpio. 

When one’s ruler is setting, a trans- 
formation of radical importance impends. 
In this case, now that he has to work his 
way to Washington, a drastic change in 
his life and in his thinking must take 
place. He is a graduate of West Point, 
in the gallant class of 1915. Whoever 
does not know the graduates of West 





Point and Annapolis does not know that 
they have been trained idealistically. If 
they continue in the services, they live by 
an idealistic if rigid code. If they leave 
the service they must perforce forge 
ahead as civilians, in circles where there js 
little or no idealism or code of conduct. 
It is not surprising that under this cir- 
cumstance he will not find those strange 
bedfellows, Neptune and Pluto, on his 
doorstep, Neptune (idealism) and Pluto 
(materfalism) . . . we will return to 
these anon. 

Sun, moon and Uranus are still in the 
sixth house. This part of his chart suf- 
fers little change. His opportunities to 
serve the nation and people are little 
altered, come what may, as long as he 
lives. He has now resigned his com- 
mission in the army but there is nothing 
to prevent its restoration by Congress at 
some future time. 


Saturn and Mercury now in the fifth 
show what will be new in his activities 
if he is to reside in Washington the next 
four years. These are more or less rou- 
tine matters and of secondary interest. 


Governor Stevenson 

Illinois’ Governor Adlai Stevenson was 
born in Los Angeles, Calif., on February 
5, 1900. His people were and are the 
pillars of Bloomington, Illinois, but in 
the first days of the century his father 
was assistant business manager of the 
L. A. Examiner. He does not know his 
birth hour. A search of records re- 
veals nothing as to the hour. Both his 
parents have passed on. However his 
personal appearance is Arian, presum- 
ably not far from the middle of Aries, 
Here I purposely avoid mentioning the 
sign Aries because: personal appear- 
ance is delineated not by the zodiac we 
customarily employ but by the sidereal 
zodiac which I have introduced in this 
argument. In other words, Governor 
Stevenson’s natal ascendant will be in 
the sign Taurus but also in Aries of 
the constellations. I have selected the 
first degree of (the sign) Taurus to 
ascend and do not believe this need be 
altered more than a degree or two as 
experience dictates a closer result. The 
two candidates have much the same 
ascendant.

Eisenhower's nativity is 
the exalted Mars near the 
tevenson’s nativity is domi- 
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nated by the rising moon, exalted in 
Taurus. I use the term exalted advisedly 
because these are in the tropical zodiac. 
This moon of Stevenson’s has, and will, 
dominate his life. Until recent years 
he has not been in public life, so 
we look to his wife for evidence of this 
mark. The Governor is divorced. Ellen 
Borden of Chicago, the former Mrs. 
Stevenson, divorced him in 1949 after 
nearly twenty years of married life. 
The grounds for the Nevada divorce 
were the usual ones of mental cruelty, 
induced bythe governor’s entry into 
politics in 1948 and the ever-increasing 
demands of his office on this time. 

The natal chart of the Governor tells 
you that by removing from California 
to ancestral Bloomington, young Steven- 
son’s wife had to contend with “im- 
prisonment” from the start. The excel- 
lent moon only three degrees removed 
from the very degree of its ‘exaltation’ 
was shifted from its rising position well 
into the confining 12th house. 

No divorced person has ever been 
elected to Presidency. Stevenson is 
handicapped that way, parallel to Eisen- 
hower’s political handicap as a military 
man, but as Eisenhower can have his 
commission restored so also can the 
Stevensons remarry. The latter possibil- 
ity is more than likely to happen. Here 
we must note that by removal to Wash- 
ington, D. C., Stevenson’s moon is 
happily relocated, this time safely into the 
11th house and so among friends. It is 
understood that no normal woman would 
spurn the opportunity of presiding at the 
White House. But I have not yet com- 
pleted my remarks about Stevenson’s 
natal horoscope. 

Stevenson’s natal ruler is Venus, here 
“exalted” in Pisces and in that annoying 
12th house of his. Eisenhower’s Venus 
showed his evolution to be, so far, an 
unbroken one. Stevenson’s Venus shows 
that he has gone far on the road of 
transforming Mars into Neptune. Every- 
thing bears this out, as we shall see. 

Stevenson’s Sun is well up in the 11th 
house, in the 16th degree of Aquarius. 
Three and five degrees away from the 
sun are Mercury and Mars respectively. 
They are on the occidental side of the 
Sun, so constitute no problem to the man. 

Stevenson’s Saturn in Capricorn in the 
Oth represents his father, incidentally 
quite a traveller in his day. With Jupiter 


and Uranus conjoined in Sagittarius; in 
the 8th house, and with Pluto oppdsite 
he has inherited not a little money. 
With Neptune on the cusp of the 3rd, 
Stevenson has a taste for journalism, 
also inherited from his father. Lastly, 
Stevenson’s Part of Fortune is by 
the nadir in 20° Cancer, showing that 
Stevenson’s path of least resistance 
is in the home. This is so, wherever 
he may be. If he is elected his heart 
will always be back in Illinois among 
friends and family. 

It is when Stevenson’s nativity is re- 
erected for Washington, D. C. and rein- 
stated in the sidereal zodiac that its simi- 
larity with Eisenhower’s begins to un- 
fold. In the 9th but not out of orb* of 
the midheaven is the Sun. It, as well as 
the nearby Mercury and Mars, is in 
Capricorn, Note well this Mars in Capri- 
corn. Eisenhower too has a high-up Mars 
in Capricorn but in the relatively ephem- 
eral, tropical zodiac. Stevenson IS, bas- 
ically, what Eisenhower has since become. 
And it is more than this for Stevenson’s 
Mars shows not only the accomplished 
general but there is allied to it high ac- 
complishment in civics (Mercury, or the 
manipulation of men) and in government 
(the Sun, or the welding of human 
groups into a unit). 

A nativity expressed in the sidereal 
zodiac should be read esoterically if the 
person is a disciple, as most persons are 
who are eligible for high office nowadays. 
This should be done for both candidates 
but I shall point out only one or two 
things. Ascending in Stevenson’s chart 
is the first point of Gemini. The ruler of 
Gemini, esoterically, is Venus, which is 
here located in the 10th. The ruler of 
his Aquarian midheaven is Uranus 
(exoteric) or Jupiter (esoteric) but 
Uranus and Jupiter are in conjunction 
so it makes little difference as far as the 
midheaven goes which reading you take. 
But midway between the longitudes of 
Uranus and Jupiter lies the star Antares, 
arbiter of things American, as Mr. 
Clancy has pointed out. The Uranus - 
Antares - Jupiter combination which in 
Adlai’s L. A. nativity was an inheritance 
(8th house cusp), for Washington, D. 
C., is placed in the service (6th house) 
of the nation. 


wAbout 13% degrees away. The solar orb is any- 
thing under 1 degrees. 
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For Washington, Stevenson’s Moon 
shines from the 11th and bespeaks a 
friendly populace but also one beset with 
hopes and fears. The average American 
is apprehensive of the immediate future. 
His intuition warns him that he cannot 
continue much longer as we have been 
doing since 1945. He is alternately puffed 
up and threatened with atomic power. 
He is almost ready to settle for flying 
saucers. He can have no Truman this 
time. He will vote for a candidate . . 
either candidate! . . . who offers him 
Neptune rising!! And Mr. American is 
going to get just that. No escaping it 
these next four years. 

Since we are still talking about Stev- 
enson’s Moon, let’s remember the old 
advice that the moon “veils either Nep- 
tune or Uranus.” In Stevenson’s case 
the Moon veils Neptune and is but an- 
other focus for Neptune’s power, Sup- 
pose we observe the moon’s principal 
aspects. It is squared by this Mars in 
Capricorn we have just referred to, but 
is in trine to Saturn which is 8 degrees 
above the descendant and in Sagittarius. 
The people will be goaded into action by 
eminently strong and capable forces 
(Mars) pouring in on them, and their 
“out” or escape (the .trine) will be 
through war (7th house) which they 
have not sought (Saturn) but which they 
will enter into lightheartedly enough 
(Saturn in Sagittarius) and one that 
promises (Sagittarius) to be over rather 
speedily and would certainly be sharp 
shooting. 

Stevenson’s stars promise war (on our 
terms); Eisenhower’s do not, contrary to 
what you might guess. A president who 
has Mars in the midheaven or applying 
thereto proves to be a war President. Let 
me now remind you that in Eisenhower's 
chart for Washington Mars is neither 
in the 10th nor the 9th. Only Jupiter is 
anywhere near the midheaven! 

But what is so strange about going to 
war? We’re in one now, no matter what 
you call it; fact is, we’ve been in one for 
two years. President, Truman’s Mars is 
up there also, though that’s not the mark 
that caused the American people to elect 
him. After all, Stevenson if elected would 
only inherit a war. . . but he would finish 
it. 

The fact that Eisenhower’s chart does 
not show war requires close considera- 


tion, It comes down to Neptune con- — 


joined with Pluto, rising in the General's 

horoscope for Washington. This is so 

significant we give special attention to it: 
Neptune conjunct Pluto 

The world has had the effects of this 

conjunction evident for over two decades 
without paying much heed to its impli- 
cations. Those who were born with this 
conjunction operative in their horoscopes 
are now in their late fifties or early six- 
ties. How many of them have come to 
power? Look up the records and find 
how few men born in the late 1880s 
or the first half of the 1890s have come 
to high office! There is special signifi- 
cance in the fact that Eisenhower, born 
in 1890, is opposed by a4 man born in 
1900. ’ 
‘ Pluto is concentrated power which 
Neptune liquidates. I dare say that no 
one can enjoy power with this con- 
figuration angular. The General has 
achieved fame partly because the con- 
figuration was not angular in his Den- 
nison chart and there were two “outs” 
in the form of (1) a trine from Mercury 
(also the dispositor of the pair) in the 
6th, which protected his work, and (2) 
a trine from Jupiter in the 10th which 
ensured his fame and position. 

I repeat: Eisenhower’s Washington 
chart has the conjunction of Neptune 
and Pluto on the ascendant. This is al- 
ways an intermediary step in the trans- 
formation of Mars to Neptune for Pluto 
is the alter ego of Mars. Practically it 
works out this way: this year’s candidate 
must inevitably present a rising Neptune 
to the nation. Neptune rising is figura- 
tively the invisible man, Conjoined with 
Pluto, we may have a~somewhat “Re- 
luctant Dragon”. It was therefore quite 
in keeping with this configuration that 
both Eisenhower and Stevenson refused 
to declare their candidacy until forced by 
circumstances to commit themselves. 
Here the similarity between the two ad- 
mits a differentiation, for Stevenson 
waited until a draft was well under way 
before he indicated that he would even 
be willing to accept a draft. 

It is to be expected that men of power 
will latch on to a likely candidate. It is 
their way of survival. Neither should a 
candidate be expected to reject them ut- 
terly for they aré factors in the national 
make-up and must be included in the 
whole. 


/ 
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How this will work out this time 
makes for interesting speculation, but 
however you regard it, it is plain that 
the Governor will be able to separate him- 
self from the dictates of special interests 
far more effectively than the General. 
With Stevenson’s Washington Pluto in 
the 12th they will be effectively restrained 
and should be no more than secretly 
inimical, but in the case of Eisenhower 
they will be on his back all the way. 

To show how Stevenson is a step 
ahead of Eisenhower consider the subject 
of atomic warfare were the General to 
be President. From Eisenhower’s Wash- 
ington chart it could be inferred (from 
the presence of Pluto on the ascendant) 
that the nation would suffer atomic attack 
except that two essential things fail to 
support it: (1) that Mars does not af- 
flict Pluto and particularly (2) that 
Neptune neatly dispels such a thing. As 
far as atomic warfare is concerned 
Eisenhower’s Washington chart presents 
a situation which could only exist, say in 
1956, AFTER an attack of this nature 
had taken place, had been liquidated and 
(owing to the position, etc. of Jupiter) 
the situation had been saved by a scientist 
of extraordinary genius, at present un- 
known. This is definitely not the picture 
as we go into 1953. Nominees do not fail 
an election because they are wanting per- 
sonally or for any other reason than be- 
cause they do not fit into the picture of 
the present. They are out of gear as it 
were and are not picked up at any one 
time. 

Summary 

When I mentioned that Eisenhower’s 
Washington chart did not show war I 
meant it showed at most a war already 
blown by! 

In the Governor’s case we have a much 
better case for election this year. We 
see a “contained” war going on which 
indeed we have already, in Korea. With 
him as President, certain things of a 
transcendental nature, denoted by the ris- 
ing Neptune, will go forward in the 
United States in the next four years 
free of interference. With Pluto split 
from Neptune by nearly ten degrees and 
Pluto securely tucked away in the 12th, 
among other things there should be nary 
a threat of atomic warfare if Stevenson 
is elected. This despite the fact that open 
warfare involving the United States is 
indicated in the Governor’s Washington 


¢hart. The fact that atomic bombs are 
being stockpiled by Russia does* got 
necessarily alter the situation. Before 
and during World War II there were 
stocks of poison gas on both sides and 
none were used in warfare. So also may 
it be with A and H bombs. 

__ In fine, the Governor’s chart fits neatly 
into the picture as we see it immediately 
before us. This gives the palm to him 
but who am I to say there will be no 
atomic war? Who am I to say that ruth- 
less men of power may not attempt all 
manner of things next year? 

So I. shall vote the way I want. 
Analysis or no analysis this country is 
not so homogeneous that I can rely on 
the other fellow doing his part. Nothing 
here reveals my politics. I have only at- 
tempted to lift a little of the veil which 
hides the future of our country. 

So, happy voting! Americans are to be 
congratulated on the calibre of the can- 
didates running this year. It is an oppor- 
tunity for the American voter such as 
has not presented itself for many a year. 

Of course we are going to be treated 
to the idea that the Governor is a sissy 

. . which he most assuredly is not. We 
will not escape the screwy thinking that 
will prevent some people voting for the 
General because he has been a military 
man... for here the military does not 
whoop it up for war. Always it has been 
the civilian that has done that. 

Lastly I might add that the General’s 
progressed chart for November shows 
only one angular; Mercury setting; 
but if for Washington nothing is of im- 
portance in it. In the Governor’s the 
lights plus Mercury and Mars are in the 
tenth; for Washington they are in the 
9th but the sun is in orb of the M.C. His 
progressed moon conjoins the sun exactly 
in late February 1953 and thereafter ap- 
plies to the midheaven, indeed does not 
progress past the tenth during the next 
four years. The implications of these last 
remarks should be obvious.

Open Letter to 


The Federal Communications Commission, 
Washington, D. C. 


Gentlemen: 
3 August 25, 1952. 
Gentlemen: 


Respect for the Constitution is com- 
mendable. 


The F. C. C. is faced with an obvious 
dilemma when various groups known to 
be subversive nevertheless insist that they 
are entitled to the unrestricted use of 
American Radio and other communica- 
tion facilities for the dissemination of 
their propaganda. Since these people 
have not been formally outlawed it is 
clear that technically they can claim this 
privilege under the lst Amendment. The 
F. C. C. in pursuance of a policy of 
strict adherence to the letter of the Con- 
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stitution has little choice in the matter. 
But—is the F. C. C. justified in going 
out of its way to assure such people that 
their Constitutional Rights shall not be 
violated by others—by the various Radio 
stations, for instance? It must not be 
forgotten that the owners and managers 
of Radio stations also have Constitutional 
Rights. They are not obligated under the 
Constitution to broadcast any program 
that they do not individually consider to 
be in the best public interest—or in their 
own interest, for that matter. In the last 
analysis public approval or disapproval 
is the determining factor in a purel 
commercial enterprise such as an individ. 
ual Radio station, or chain, represents. 

A solicitous attitude toward the Con- 
stitutional Rights of various individuals 
and groups of questionable loyalty may 
be completely in keeping with the letter 
of the law and technically correct, but 
may we remind the F. C. C. that there 
was a certain Money Lender in Venice 
whose legal position was likewise (ap- 
parently) technically correct, barring an 
inevitable contingency which he had com- 
pletely overlooked and had not, there- 
fore, included in “The Bond.”

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COMMENT: The Greek Civilization did 
not pre-date the Egyptian, it paralleled 
the Roman Civilization at a much later 
period. These were in fact dual phases of 


the Arian Civilization. Of prehistoric 
Greece comparatively little is known. The 
Greek civilization as we know it com- 
menced with the completion of the Dorian 
Invasion about 1,000 B.C. The Invaders 
and founders of Greek Culture were a 
branch of that family which includes 
most European peoples, also the Persians 
and Hindus. They are known variously 
as Indo-Germanic, Indo-European and 
Aryan. They entered Greece from the 
North in successive waves and eventually 
spread over wide areas covering practical- 
ly all of Asia Minor. It is assumed that 
these invaders brought with them essen- 
tials of a prehistoric culture which later 
found local expression in the “Golden 
Age” of Greece. For that reason our cor- 
respondent is partly right in correlating 
Greek Civilization to the earlier Gemini 
Era. 


At best the highest achievements of 
Greek Culture could not have been more 
than a faint reflection of that much more 
Ancient, and far superior, Civilizations, 
which reached the “Point of No, Return” 
about 10,000 B.C. There were probably 
at least Four civilizations preceding the 
Greco-Roman. The one immediately pre- 
ceding the latter being the Egyptian. 


The information re the “Constitution 
Party” is interesting and encouraging 
since it reveals a public awareness of a 
tendency on the part of our Government 
in recent years, to discount and ignore the 
“Constitution” which is the very founda- 
tion of Government in this Country. In 
fact, “strange as it may seem,” there are 
even those who would contend that our 
Constitution is out-dated—quite satisfac- 
tory in the days of Jefferson when man’s 
perspective was limited and the affairs of 
men and Nations were not complicated by 
modern facilities for transportation com- 
munication, etc. These advanced (?) 
souls would have us believe that our Con- 
stitution is not adaptable to this (mod- 
ern) Jet propulsion Age when Man has 
_ plenty of everything but “Time.” 


Those who advance the specious argu- 
ment of expediency as an excuse for cir- 
cumventing the Constitution are men of 
short vision and of more limited perspec- 





tive than that which they impute to our 
Forefathers. It should be obvious that the 
very complexities of modern Life in- 
crease the need for a well defined inflex- 
ible Book of Rules based on the essential 
principles of good government such as 
our Constitution provides. The need is 
for such a clearly marked map of the 
Main Highways by which we may safely 
pass through the maze of detours which 
has been created by a vastly more com- 
plex pattern of Human Relationships. 
It is not the Constitution that must 
be adapted to our changing Times. It is 
our changing Times and Values that must 
be measured by and adapted to the funda- 
mental rules for good National conduct 
such as were set forth for all Time in 
Our Constitution. 

For these reasons we sympathize with 
the aspirations of those who are endeavor- 
ing to provide the facilities for an or- 
ganized return to Constitutional Govern- 
ment altho, we believe they should not 
abandon the existing Parties but rather 
seek to become a leavening influence with- 
in the Framework of our Political struc- 
ture as is. This will take longer but it is 
safer and it is feasible because it has 
already been done by unconstitutional 
forces. 

As for splitting the Vote and allowing 
the “Democrats” to win, that might not 
be such a bad idea. Is there anyone so 
naive as to think that the Democratic 
Party (of Jefferson, Jackson, et al), is 
in power now? Furthermore it is a far 
cry from the Party of Lincoln to the 
(So-called) Republican Party of 1952. 

In our opinion the one issue that over- 
shadows all others in this Election is 
whether our government now, and in the 
future, shall or shall not be guided by 
the principles set forth in our American 
Constituiton. All other issues are inci- 
derital, e.g., Socialism (creeping or other- 
wise) to any degree is precluded by Our 
Constitution, By the same token Com- 
munism in any form is likewise precluded 
since the distinction between these two 
forms of “Stateism” is purely academic. 
As John T. Flynn so aptly expresses it 
“a Communist is merely a Socialist in a 
hurry.” 

In conclusion, and further, anent the 
hoped for return to Constitutional Govy- 
ernment in these United States of Amer- 
ica, We consider our Constitution the 
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most perfect political Document on 
record anywhere, at any time, and it is 
incredible that any man who aspires to 
the office of Chief Executive could be 
unfamiliar with the provisions of the 
political creed by which he must in honor, 
and under oath, swear to, direct the af- 
fairs of the Nation. Assuming that these 
aspirants to high Office are mot un- 
familiar with the Constitutional Provi- 
sions for basic issues, how,can they as 
men of principle, so blandly ignore those 
provisions. 


We have already indicated in our 
September issue that we consider Gov- 
ernor Stevenson of Illinois, to be the 
“Man of Destiny” in 1952. We do not 
find it easy to question the wisdom of 
this whom circumstance has placed in 
positions of great responsibility. Being 
instinctively opposed to backseat driving 
principle, we are inclined to feel that 
those who direct the Affairs of Men 
know what they are doing. But upon 
reading the press reports of Governor 
Stevenson’s recent pronouncement to 
Governor Shivers re the “Tidelands Oil 
Rights” and being familiar with what 
the Constitution explicitly provided in 
regard to “Government Property” we

three constellations, as Ascendants, seem 
to me out of the question. And surely a 
man who so persistently refuses to fight 
(though he has fought on other occa- 
sions) must be ruled by Venus. 

The most likely Ascendants therefore 
are Taurus and Libra, or else Virgo. 
But Librans specialize in agreeing with 
other people; a Libran therefore would 
have taken orders much more easily. So 
we can say that quite the most likely 
Ascendant for Governor Stevenson is 
Taurus, and failing that Virgo or Libra; 





Aries, Leo, and Scorpio are as good as 
impossible. 

But besides the argument from the 
constellations we can make a good guess 
at some of the angular planets. If the 
Moon had been angular, Mr. Stevenson 
would never have stood out at all against 
public opinion. The Moon therefore must 
be cadent, and the dominant must be the 
one planet which rests calmly on its 
merits, namely the Sun.

When I had proceeded thus far in 
discussing with myself the future presi- 
dent’s hour of birth, I decided the time 
had come to look up his birthday. I 
therefore turned to my files, and what 
was my surprise to discover the date of 
February 5th! For this means that with 
birth at) noon the Ascendant falls in the 
middle of Taurus! And when we con- 
sider the year, 1900, the Moon is in 
Aries 12, and therefore cadent as re- 
quired by the argument. In fact the three 
arguments clinch each other, and the only 
catch seems to be that Governor Steven- 
son was born in Los Angeles but lives in 
Illinois ; but since character depends on 
birthplace rather than residence I as- 
sumed a birth-hour of about noon in Los 
Angeles and with this went to work on 
the dates of Governor Stevenson’s his- 
tory up to the present.

We are at once the founders and lead- 
ing adherents of capitalism and the chief 
perpetrators of the rebellion against cap- 
italism. 

Surely, history has nothing like us for 
versatility ! 

And, oh! I almost forgot the reason 
of reasons. We are the stiff-necked 
people who never accepted Christianity, 
and we are the criminal people who 
crucified its founder.

You lack either the self-knowledge or 
the mettle to face the facts squarely and 
own up to the truth.

A clumsy Russian forges a set of 
papers and publishes them in a book 
called “The Protocols of the Elders of 
Zion,” which shows that we plotted to 
bring on the late World War. You believe 








that book. All right. For the sake of 
argument we will underwrite every word 
of it. It is genuine and authentic. But 
what is that beside the unquestionable 
historical conspiracy which we have 
carried out, which we have never denied 
because you never had the courage to 
charge us with it, and of which the full 
record is extant for anybody to read? 

If you really are serious when you talk 
of Jewish plots,“may I not direct your 
attention to one worth talking about? 
What use is it wasting words on the 
alleged control of your public opinion 
by Jewish financiers, newspaper owners 
and movie magnates, when you might 
as well justly accuse us of the proved 
control of your whole civilization by the 
Jewish Gospels? 

You have not begun to appreciate 
the real depth of our guilt. We are in- 
truders.

We did 
it solely by the irresistible might of our 
spirit, with ideas, with propaganda. 

We made you the willing and uncon- 
scious bearers of our mission to the whole 
world, to the barbarous races of the 
earth, to the countless unborn genera- 
tions. Without fully’ understanding what 
we were doing to you, you became the 
agents at large of our racial tradition, 
carrying our gospel to the unexplored 
ends of the earth. 

Our tribal customs have become the 
core of your moral code. Our tribal laws 
have furnished the basic groundwork of 
all your august constitutions and legal 
systems. Our legends and our folk-tales 
are the sacred lore which you croon to 
your infants. Our poets have filled your 
hymnals and your prayer-books. Our 
national history has become an_indis- 
pensable part of the learning of your 
pastors and priests and scholars. Our 
kings, our statesmen, our prophets, our 
warriors are your heroes. Our ancient 
little country is your Holy Land. .Our 
national literature is your Holy Bible. 
What otir people thought and taught has 
become inextricably woven into your 
very speech and tradition, until no one 
among you can be called educated who 
is not familiar with our racial heritage. 

Jewish artisans and Jewish fishermen 
are your teachers and your saints, with 
countless statues carved in their image 
and innumerable cathedrals raised to their 
memories. A Jewish maiden is your’ ideal 
of motherhood and womanhood. A Jew- 
ish rebel-prophet is the central figure 
in your religious worship. We have 
pulled down your idols, cast aside your 
racial inheritance ,and substituted for 
them our God and our traditions. No 
conquest in history can even remotely 
compare with this clean sweep of our 
conquest over you. 

How did we do it? Almost by accident. 
Two thousand years ago nearly, in far- 
off Palestine, our religion had fallen into 
decay and materialism. Money-changers 
were in possession of the temple. Degen- 





erate, selfish priests mulcted our people 
and grew fat. Then a young patriot-ideal- 
ist arose and went about the land calling 
for a revival of faith. He had no thought 
of setting up a new church. Like all 
the prophets before him, his only aim: 
was to purify and revitalize the old creed. 
He attacked the priests and drove the 
money-changers from the temple. This 
brought him into conflict with the estab- 
lished order and its supporting pillars. 
The Roman authorities, who were in 
occupation of the country, fearing his 
revolutionary agitation as a political effort 
to oust them, arrested him, tried him 
and condemned him to death by cruci- 
fixion, a common form of execution at 
that .time. 

The followers of Jesus of Nazareth, 
mainly slaves and poor workmen, in their 
bereavement and disappointment, turned 
away from the world and formed them- 
selves into a brotherhood of pacifist non- 
resisters, sharing the memory of their 
crucified leader. They were merely a new 
sect in Judea, without power or con- 
sequence, neither the first nor the last. 

Only after the destruction of Jerusalem 
by the Romans did the new creed come 
into prominence. Then a patriotic Jew 
named Paul or Saul conceived the idea 
of humbling the Roman power by de- 
stroying the morale of its soldiery with 
the doctrines of love and non-resistance 
preached by the little sect of Jewish 
Christians. He became the Apostle to 
the Gentiles, he who hitherto had been 
one of the most active persecutors of 
the band. And so well did Paul do his 
work thaf within four centuries the great 
empire which had subjugated Palestine 
along with half of the world, was a 
heap of ruins. And the law which went 
forth from Zion became the official relig- 
ion of Rome. 

This was the beginning of our dom- 
inance in your world. But it was only 
a beginning. From this time forth your 
history is little more than a struggle for 
mastery between your own old pagan 
spirit and our Jewish spirit. Half your 
wars, great and little, are religious wars, 
fought over the interpretation of one 
thing or another in our teachings. You 
no sooner broke free from your primitive 
religious simplicity and attempted the 
practice of the pagan Roman learning 
than Luther armed with our gospels 
arose to down you and re-enthrone our 
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heritage. Take the three principal revolu- 
tions in modern times—the French, the 
American and the Russian. What are 
they but the triumph of the Jewish idea 
of social, political and economic justice? 

And the end is still a long way off. 
We still dominate you. At this very mo- 
ment your churches are torn asunder by 
a civil war between Fundamentalists and 
Modernists, that is to say between those 
who cling to our teachings and traditions 
literally and those who are“striving by 
slow steps to dispossess us. In Dayton, 
Tennessee, a Bible-bred community for- 
bids the teaching of your science because 
it conflicts with our ancient Jewish ac- 
count of the origin of life; and Mr. 
Bryan, the leader of the anti-Jewish 
Ku Klux Klan in the Democratic Na- 
tional Convention, makes the supreme 
fight of his life in our behalf, without 
noticing the contradiction. Again and 
again the Puritan heritage of Judea 
breaks out in waves of stage censorship, 
Sunday blue laws and national prohibi- 
tion acts. And while these things are 
happening you twaddle about Jewish in- 
fluence in the movies! 

Is it any wonder you resent us? We 
have put a clog upon your progress. We 
have imposed upon you an alien book 
and an alien faith which you cannot 
swallow or digest, which is at cross- 
purposes with your native spirit, which 
keeps you everlastingly ill-at-ease, and 
which you lack the spirit either to reject 
or to accept in full. 

In full, of course, you never have ac- 
ceptéd our Christian teachings. In your 
hearts you still are pagans. You still 
love war and graven images and strife. 
You still take pride in the glory of the 
nude human figure. Your social con- 
science, in spite of all democracy and 
all your social revolutions, is still a 
pitifully imperfect thing. We have merely 
divided your soul, confused your im- 
pulses, paralyzed your desires. In the 
midst of battle you are obliged to kneel 
down to him who commanded you to 
turn the other cheek, who said “Resist 
not evil” and “Blessed are the peace- 
makers.” In your lust for gain you are 
suddenly disturbed by a memory from 
your Sunday-school days about taking no 
thought for the morrow. In your indus- 
trial struggles, when you would smash 
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a strike without compunction, you are 
suddenly reminded that the poor are 
blessed and that men are brothers in the 
Fatherhood of the Lord. And as you are 
abott to yield to temptation, your Jewish 
training puts a deterrent hand on your 
shoulder and dashes the brimming cup 
from your lips. You Christians have 
never become Christianized. To that ex- 
tent we’ have failed with you. But we 
have forever spoiled the fun of pagan- 
ism for you. 

So why should you not resent us? If 
we were in your place we should prob- 
ably dislike you more cordially than you 
do us. But we should make no bones 
about telling you why. We should not 
resort to subterfuges and transparent 
pretexts. With millions of painfully re- 
spectable Jewish shopkeepers all about us 
we should not insult your intelligence and 
our own honesty by talking about com- 
munism as a Jewish philosophy. And 
with millions of hard-working impecun- 
ious Jewish peddlers and laborers we 
should not make ourselves ridiculous by 
talking about international capitalism as a 
Jewish monopoly. No, we should go 
straight to the point. We should con- 
template this confused, ineffectual muddle 
which we call civilization, this half-Chris- 
tian half-pagan medley, and—were our 
places reversed—we should say to you 
point-blank: “For this mess thanks to 
you, to your prophets and to your Bible.”

The Ultimate in Destruction is Reached 


Tue first world war had brought a, 
great number of new inventions into play :' 
planes, tanks,.poison gas, the 42cm Ger- 
man howitzer, the 30.5 cm Austrian 
motorized gun, the field telephone. It was 
all like child’s play in comparison with 
World War II. Radar, magnetic mines, 
landmines, aerial torpedoes, the de-Gauss- 
ing system, barrage balloons, movable 
ports, V1’s and V2’s—it was Uranus run- 
ning amuck, And, just as in ayplay the 
big climax comes at the end—that dread- 
ful super-Uranian thing, made, of course, 
of Uranium 235—the atom bomb. Every- 
body who knew something during the war 
knew that it was coming. And no one 
knew when, nor which side was going’ to 
have the secret first. 

As far back as 1939, I believe, the 
Pope spoke about the coming inven- 
tion to an assembly of scientists in 
Rome. Man had stormed the air in 
World War I—he would storm nat only 
the stratosphere in World War II, but 
also the innermost secret of matter itself 
—at least its innermost secret as far as 
we know now. Just as the V2 was an 
excursion, however small, into the Mac- 
rocosmos, so the atom bomb penetrated 
the microcosmos—and with an effect a 
thousand times more shattering. I remem- 
ber innocent faces looking up in astonish- 
ment when the news came through on the 
radio that the R.A.F.~had bombed a 
“heavy water plant” of the Germans in 
Norway. What on earth was heavy 
water? Those who knew made bland 
faces and shrugged their shoulders. The 
race was on. 

My purely astrological work for war 
purposes should have ended with the 
death of Hitler. Well, it didn’t entirely, 
though it had lost its main importance. 
But as far back as 1943-44, and especially 
between June ‘44 and August ’45, I tried 
to check up, if possible, on what might be 
seen about technical developments of a 
sensational nature. It was not much. You 
couldn’t do it the way you might fore- 
calculate a naval battle. There were too 
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many strings attached. It would be 
the great day for some scientific gentle- 
man whose very name had been care- 
fully kept out of the papers and of 
whose existence (at birth-date below) 
nothing much was known so far. And 
yet: Uranian aspects.in certain mun- 
dane charts might give a pointer. Com- 
monsense, too, might help, a little. And 
the aspects in leading Japanese charts 
were so bad and those for Allied charts 
so uncannily good, that commonsense 
shied like a horse. How could that be—at 
this stage? Surely it was just a little pre- 
mature. The Japanese were “tough” and 
extremely patriotic. It was inconceivable 
that they would simply fold up, especial- 
ly when it came to the defense of their 
own soil. What, then, did these aspects 
signify ? 

In September '45 General MacArthur 
would have Neptune trine Sun, Jupiter 
trine Sun and Saturn sexitle Mars. 
King George VI would have Jupi- 
ter sextile Mars, exact to the degree on 
September: 2nd.. Admiral Sir Bruce 
Fraser, in command of the British fleet 
in the Far East, would have Uranus 
trine Sun, trine Uranus radical. Admiral 
King of the U. S. Navy would have 
Jupiter sextile Jupiter, Admiral Nimitz 
Uranus conjunction Saturn, Jupiter con- 
junction Uranus. The chart for the U.S.A. 
showed Saturn sextile Neptune. President 
Truman : Uranus sextile Mars. The chart 
for the United Kingdom: Jupiter conjunc- 
tion Uranus, Uranus trine Venus. On the 
other hand Emperor Hirohito: Uranus 
opposition Uranus, though also Saturn 
sextile Moon. And the Nation chart of 
Japan: Jupiter square Jupiter, Uranus 
square Saturn. A little overwhelming, 
that. Victory on the grandest scale. But 
could it be, could it possibly be the end? 

In the meantime, on July 16th, 1945, 
at a secret place somewhere in New Mex- 
ico, a sinister child was born. Mars 
that day was on Algol—Caput Medusae, 
the head of the Gorgo, on which no one 
may set eyes and live. Yet that Mars was 
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in good aspect to the Sun in 23 Cancer 
and Jupiter in 22:45 Virgo. Uranus was 
in absolutely minute exact semi-sextile to 
Saturn on the heavens: 15:34 Gemini to 
15.34 Cancer. The Moon was square Sat- 
urn and trine Uranus... Uranus, Uranus! 

Venus, however, planet of peace, was 
in exactly 9° Gemini. And that is the 
radical position of Uranus in the United 
States chart—in the twelfth house. Now 
in a few, weeks’ time, to be exact on Aug- 
ust 6, 1945, Mars would reach the Venus 
position in the chart of this child’s birth 
. .. that Mars drenched with the rays of 
Caput Medusae. 

Incidentally, of the major aspect in the 
heavens* on July 16th, Uranus was in 
degree-exact square to Saturn in the fifth 
house of the U. S. A. chart and Saturn 
in degree-exact' semi-sextile. The Moon, 
in peaceful Libra, was right on the U.S.A. 
Saturn. Now Saturn is the great divider. 
Perhaps it is that which makes it the 
planet of time, for it may well be that 
time itself is just a kind of division. A 
dividing enterprise (Saturn in 5th) un- 
dertaken by the U.S.A., brings forth a 
Uranian event which will come to pass 
when Mars in its course is conjunct the 
next planet in the chart of July 16th and 
as this is Venus, it may lead to peace.... 

What about the Japanese aspects on the 
day when this would come to pass, on 
August 6, 1945; Jupiter, now in 26 
Virgo, in opposition .to thé Japanese 
Mars? On July 16th the planet was in 
quincunx to the Japanese Sun in 22:38 
Aquarius. Two days after August 6th 
Jupiter would be in exact square to the 
Japanese Moon. And Uranus, in 16 
Gemini, would be right at the very cusp of 
the second house of the National Japanese 
chart. Destruction of property—Uranus 
conjunct cusp of the 2nd—misery and 
death of the people: Jupiter square Moon 
in the 2nd opposition radical Jupiter in 
the house of death—and defeat: Jupiter 
opposition Mars. Such were the portents 
at the birth of the atom bomb on July 
16, 1945 at Whitesands, New Mexico— 
but only an astrologer who knew’ about 
that birth could have foreseen it with 
anything like certainty. I, who knew 


nothing about it, could only marvel at the 
aspectation of Japanese and Allied charts 
at that time. 

On August 6th that child went into ac- 
tion. On August 8th it repeated that ac- 
tion. On September 2nd Japan, cowed and 


terrified, gave up. The names of Hiro- 
shima and Nagasaki acquired a dreadful 
immortality. But there was peace. . . . 

The chart of the Japanese surrender 
talks: Mars is rising in Scorpio, and 
Venus stands near the midheaven in Leo. 
Saturn conjunct the Moon in the ninth 
indicates the beginning of a period of 
foreign rule. Uranus and Mars are rele- 
gated to the house of death. 

The Sun of the national Japanese chart 
falls in the fourth house, near the Nadir 
of the surrender chart. Its Mars is 
squared by the surrender-Mars, its Moon 
conjunct to the surrender-Mars: subjuga- 
tion by the enemy and foreign rule. But 
there is one constellation that is hopeful 
on that dark day for the Empire of Japan. 
Jupiter in the surrender chart is in the 
ninth, coenjunct Neptune, and both planets 
are in sextile to Venus. Not only is it 
peace but there is also the tendency to 
make friends with the conqueror and that 
friendship has a spiritual tinge. There 
was a second surrender in store for hun- 
dréds of thousands of Japanese: the most 
honorable surrender there is and by its 
very nature a tremendous victory: the 
surrender to Christianity. Whole villages 
surrendered that way. A_ byproduct, 
though valuable enough by itself, was im- 
munity against the communist bug. 

On December 7, 1941 it had started: 
with Jupiter in the 17th degree of Gemini. 
On September 2, 1945 it ended: with Ur- 
anus in 17 Gemini. It started under 
Jupiter sextile Mars—it ended under 
Jupiter conjunction Neptune. And in both 
cases the Moon was in Cancer, the Sun 
sign of the United States. 

But the -sinister child born July 16, 
1945 is still alive and at the very men- 
tion of its name people shudder all 
over the world. I have seen hard-headed 
men in London blanch when they heard 
the first news of Hiroshima over the 
radio; I have seen the terrified faces of 
men and women in the street when they 
saw the huge black headlines of the news- 
papers. We all felt, we all knew—this was 
the beginning of the end. And yet we 
could not be glad. It was too terrible, too 
powerful—it seemed, somehow, beyond 
human limits. Even a British flyer with 
the ribbon of the Victoria Cross on his 
tunic was shaken when he saw the evil 
mushroom of the atom bomb unfold, 
swirling and swishing like a, herd of 
demons. And I could not help thinking 
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of Goethe’s famous poem Der Zauber- 
lehrling—the story of the magician’s ap- 
prentice who had taken over whilst the old 
master magician was away. His magic 
worked—it worked only too well—but he 
didn’t know how to stop it. The magic 
broom brought chaff after chaff of water 
into the room and when at long last the 
old magician returned his entire study 
was under water. 

A perfectly innocent old broom—a per- 
fectly innocent bit of metal—each filled 
with mysterious powers. 

Shall we be able to stop our magic? 
And if not—who will be the old Magician 
to save us in the hour of emergency? 

Will It Happen Again? 

Many brothers and sisters have since 
been born to the July 16th child. Like so 
many Frankensteins they are waiting, 
immobile, in sinister quietness for the 
moment when they might be let loose. 
Will it happen? And if it happens, when 
will it be? 

When Saturn squares the Sun of July 
16, 1945—in November, 1952? When 
Uranus is in conjunction with that Sun 
position, in October 1953? The planet is 
stationary then for the entire remainder 
of the year, then becomes retrograde and 
returns to the 23rd degree of Cancer in 
July 1954. But already in July 1952 
Uranus reached the Saturn position of 
the July 16th chart. Already in April- 
May 1950 Neptune squared that Saturn 
position, where it remained stationary un- 
til September 1950. Any of these periods 
might have set off the spark to the biggest 
explosion the world has ever seen—except 
for those explosions that may have caused 
its very birth, long, long before the advent 
of man. Never in all my life had the story 
of the tree of knowledge become so clear 
to me as it did when I first read about 
the atom bomb. Indeed, there is a Power 
beyond time, a Power to Whom past, 
present and future are one cdntinuous 
NOW. And as seen from that Power we, 
you and I, are Adam and Eve. It is no 
good accusing our ancestors of having 
committed a crime which we now have 
to expiate. We are our ancestors. We are 
committing it. We have eaten of the tree 
of knowledge at a stage in which our 
spiritual status is utterly insufficient. Even 
science — orthodox science, thirty years 
ago still in the tunnel of atheistic material- 
ism—admits it now and cries out for a 
re-birth of spirituality. Science, the 


magician’s apprentice, is crying out for 
help. Will the great old Magician come 
back in time to save us? Or will He come 
back also by our judgment day? Even 
that is no longer impossible, It never was, 
of course—but now we can see that it is 
no longer impossible. God alone knows 
what chain explosions we may set off at 
an atom bombing on a large scale. And 
yet—the situation may be such that we 
shall have the alternative of using the 
bomb or being conquered by the dark 
forces of the East. We may be between 
Scylla and Charybdis. Odysseus steered 
his ship clear of either monster and 
escaped. But shall we be able to do like- 
wise? 

For the first time in history man may 
well be able to commit what amounts to 
planetary suicide. Such is the situation 
that mind has brought about in the world 
of matter. Only when the spirit has re- 
gained full control over the mind will the 
mind be able to re-establish its rule over 
matter. That, I believe, is the lesson we 
have to learn.

The First Manhattan Project 


New YORK CITY, place of my 
birth, has always been a favorite locality 
of mine. The chart presented here, for 
the purchase of Manhattan, was erected 
by my friend Manly Hall, and published 
January, 1935. 

The editor of American Astrology, 
Paul G. Clancy, kindly gave me two 
other horoscopes for New York City, 
both with 24 degrees of Cancer rising. 
The first, June 22, 1665 (N.S.), Gov. 
Nicoll’s by proclamation, declared that 
the government of the town should be 
administered by persons who should be 
known by the “name.and style of Mayor, 
Alderman and Sheriff, according to the 
customs of England, in order of his 
Majesty’s corporations.” 

The second chart, which students may 
care to use, is April 27, 1686, the Cor- 
poration of New York. “The charter 
having been read and allowed in council, 
was accordingly signed by the governor 
who caused it to be sealed . . . with the 
seal which the Duke of York had sent 
ay 

New York City is located at the mouth 
of the Hudson River. It is on three is- 
lands, Manhattan, Staten and Long Is- 
land, and the adjacent mainland. It is the 
most important city of the United States, 
and the city with the densest population, 
the greatest manufactures, and the most 
extensive foreign trade in the whole 
world. It is composed of five boroughs, 
Manhattan, Bronx, Brooklyn, Queens and 
Richmond, intercommunicating by means 
of great bridges, among them Brooklyn, 
Manhattan, Queensborough and Wil- 


iamsburg, with numerous interborough 
subways, elevated railways, surface cars, 
ferries ‘and buses. 

New York is connected with other 
states by bridges, tunnels, ferries, and 
seven large railway systems. 

The best known street is Broadway, 
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Manhattan Purchase 
May 6, 1626, 9:20 A.M. L.M.T. 


the longest continuous street in the world, 
which stretches from the Battery, the 
lower end of Manhattan Island, to 
Yonkers, over 16 miles away, passing 
Wall Street, the world’s financial center, 
Greenwich Village, a Bohemian locality, 
Fifth Avenue, shopping district par ex- 
cellence, etc. 

Between 42nd and 59th streets it is 
known as the Great White Way. Now all 
this sounds very Leo-like, yet New York 
City is ruled by Cancer. 

If one would be permitted a guess, Sag- 
ittarius would strike as a sign connected 
with New York. It is characterized by 
tall buildings. Those in the downtown 
section include the Woolworth, Singer, 
Bank of Manhattan Trust Co., Equitable, 
etc., while there are the Empire State, 
Chrysler, Radio City buildings in the mid- 
town section. 

Buildings architecturally outstanding 
are the Custom House, Stock Exchange, 
Clearing House, City Hall, Public Li- 
brary, United Nations Bldg., Grand 
Central and Pennsylvania Stations, St. 
Patrick’s Cathedral, and Cathedral of St. 
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John the Divine, Columbia and Cerrull, 
Rockefeller Medjcal Centers, along v.i:h 
other buildings too numerous to mention. 

The Moon is ‘ruler of this chart, a 
luminary we associate with the public 
and groups. It is placed in Virgo, sign of 
the masses, the people. There are numer- 
ous large parks, including Central Park 
in Manhattan, Bronx and Van Cortland 
in, the Bronx, and Prospect Park in 
Brooklyn. 

Monuments are ruled by the 4th, 8th 
and 12th houses. Here we find Mars in 
Cancer in the 12th, sextile Saturn, planet 
of the past, achievement, memory and 
gratitude. Mars in the 12th in a water 
sign often brings rewards rather late. 
Monuments include the Statue of Liberty, 
the Obelisk, Grant’s Tomb and Washing- 
ton Arch. 

Ruler of the 3rd, Mercury, is in 
Gemini, and Moon and Saturn are in the 
3rd, a house related to education. The 
public school system of New York in- 
cludes hundreds of elementary and high 
schools, teacher training schools, voca- 
tional schools, and the College of the City 
of N. Y. 

Besides there are located in New York 
Columbia, Fordham, New York Universi- 
ties, Hunter, Manhattan, St. Francis 
Xavier, and other colleges, also the Prot- 
estant Episcopal Theological Seminary, 
the College of Physicians and Surgeons, 
Cornell Medical School, N. Y. Post Grad- 
uate Medical School, and others. 

Part ruler of the 6th house is Jupiter, 
planet of publishing and printing. Saturn 
also rules part of the 6th, and is in Virgo, 
so it is not surprising to find New York 
leading in these fields, along with banking, 
the manufacture of clothing, machines, 
tobacco, drugs and cosmetics. 

The ruler of the 9th house is Neptune, 
positioned in the 4th, home of its exalta- 
tion, and conjunct Jupiter. There are 150 
miles of docks, accommodating well over 
100 ocean steamship lines. 

The Famous $24 Purchase 

New York City was first a trading post, 
Fort Manhattan, and became a settlement 
of the Dutch W. India Company. When 
it became a colony, its director was a 
Dutchman. Cancer ruling the Dutch and 
Holland makes this chart doubly interest- 
ing. The saving, shrewd qualities of the 
sign Cancer g 


paid the historic $24 in goods to the 
Indians, and named it New Amsterdam. 

In natal and in locality charts, a Fixed 
Star will lift a person or a place out of 
the ordinary. New York City, according 
to its three different horoscopes, has prac- 
tically the same ascendant, with the Fixed 
Star Procyon rising, of lst magnitude, in 
24:41 Cancer, of the nature of Mars- 
Mercury. This star is connected with 
dog bites, or bites from small or large 
animals. It is also related to trouble from 
water, liquids, poisons and gas. So one 
can readily see this city is a prime target 
for anything related to atomic warfare. 

rocyon rules the atomic force. 

The atom bomb test was on July 16, 
1945, at 5:30 A.M., Mountdin War Time, 
Los Angeles, and where was the transit- 
ing Sun at the time, you may ask? In 
23 :34 Cancer. From July to Sept. of 1954 
the transiting Uranus will be exactly on 
New York City’s ascendant, and Saturn 
will be in Scorpio transiting the 4th 
house. It will be a time at least when 
much talk about this city and its dangers 
will be in the newspapers. 

New York and You 

If you were born eight days before or 
after May 6th, New York City and you 
have a great deal in common. You are a 
matter of fact person, fond of your own 
opinions, dogmatic, persistent, executive. 
You speak with authority, have much cau- 
tion, it takes a great deal to arouse you, 
but once angered, you can jolly well fly 
into a rage. Your voice can be sweet and 
gentle; it is only when you are crossed 
that we hear a bit of the bull. 

If born eight days before or after July 
16th, this city has the word FATE con- 
nected with you. In many localities, one 
would like to put your Syn on the 
ascendant here, but no,.not in New York. 
You are too close to the Fixed Star Pro- 
cyon and another city might be better for 
you, The old books say you are reserved, 
but not necessarily so, and you are more 
independent than others think, In this city 
your early life could have been dominated 
too much, possibly by the mother.

For those born August-September 1883, 
March-April 1884, N. Y. City is one of 
the safest spots, as your Jupiter is on 
the ascendant of this wheel.

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STARS IN LIBRA 


Tus is the third month we have occa- 
sion to enter some remarks about the star 
Regulus. Last month we had occasion to 
mention that as this star leaves the last 
degree of Leo to enter Virgo, the first 
sign of a future aristocracy of the intel- 
lect begins to show. This is evident even 
now but after the year 2015 it will be the 
regular thing, displacing the aristocracy of 
power completely in several centuries to 
come. 

I was also lead to remark that some, at 
least, of the assumptions that are made 
regarding the Aquarian Age are really the 
future effects of Regulus in Virgo. A 
complete summary is possible when we 
come, as now, to consider the effects of 
the sign Libra. 

In Scripture we are told to look for the 
sign of the Son of Man in heaven. True, 
but the picture of the returned Christ 
executing judgment is not Aquarius, but 
Libra. It is the purpose of the evolution 
we call Christian to unite Libra with 
Virgo, making one sign. The formula is 
contained in the Ave Maria of the ritual- 
istic churches—also in the Angelic Salu- 
tation to Mary, mother of Jesus, as re- 
corded in Scripture: the Virgin (Virgo) 
who conceives by the Holy Ghost, Spirit 
or pneuma, literally the Holy Air 
(Libra)*., 

I mention this because it is of interest 
to note how well the astrological descrip- 
tion of the principal stars in Libra be- 
speak graciousness (Virgo) combined 
with uprighteousness and justice. 

Now we may entertain ourselves with 
a little speculation of geographical or 
political interest regarding what may be

expected when Regulus is securely in- 
stalled in Virgo. 

First is the political future of Europe, 
whose true center or capitol is at Geneva, 
in a country under the rulership of Virgo. 
Little Switzerland has been an object les- 
son to Europe for many centuries, where 
French, German and Italian have lived 
harmofifously together. Not even religious 
differences could divide them. We have 
had the so-called League of Nations, now 
happily defunct inasmuch as Geneva was 
never intended to hold court over the 
world but only over Europe. General 
Eisenhower's “one flag, one uniform” is 
nearer to the ideal but whether the NATO 
army becomes effective remains to be 
seen. However, after 2015 there will be 
no obstacle in the way of making the 
Swiss plan effective. 

Greece will experience a reincarnation 
of its ancient glory. 

Here in.the United States the areas 
under the rulership of Virgo are said to 
be New England, Virginia and the coun- 
try around Los Angeles. The mention of 
the first two brings to mind the first be- 
ginnings of our country. Perhaps there 
will be a revival of real Americanism 
early next century. We need it! Mention 
of New England suggests there may be 
a literary renaissance paralleling the ex- 
cellent work of New England writers of 
the last century. From Los Angeles 
(named after Our Lady of the Angels) 
we shall have an expression which will 
justify its designation as the heart center 
of the United States. 

Not to be forgotten are the West In- 
dies, slowly becoming a mecca for tourists. 
Indeed all of the Western Hemisphere, 
judging by the October 12, 1492 chart, 
comes mostly under Virgo as does also 
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the presidency of the United States and 
many of its institutions. Evidently the 
New World, and our country too, will 
flourish in the centuries to come. 

There is no need to be conservative in 
our speculations, for is not Jerusalem, 
the City of Peace, also under Virgo? Re- 
member though, we say “after 2015.” 
What may be expected before that is a 
compromise. Nevertheless, of the children 
born today, some will live to see these 
things come true. 

Lastly, below the equator lies Brazil, 
another Virgo nation, destined to become 
one of the very great powers .. . after 
2015, when the viceroy, Regulus, puts in 
effect the designs of the King of Kings. 

Vindemiatrix 

I advise all those who wish to spot the 
stars which are within or not far from 
the zodiac to wait until the moon or a 
planet is near them, some clear night. 
This is true of the stars in the constella- 
tion Virgo, for Virgo is a big constellation 
and except for its chief star these stars 
are quite faint. Among the latter, one de- 
serves mentioning because of the wealth 
of tradition about it. This is Vindemia- 
trix, a name which means “the lady who 
gathers the grapes,” from its rising in the 
morning in ancient times just before the 
time of the vintage. Because the gathering 
of the vintage is a time for pranks and 
merriment, this little star has been asso- 
ciated with mischief-making, but in a 
pleasant fashion. 

It is said to have been much brighter 
once than now. It could hardly have at- 
tracted much attention if it were as faint 
as now because it is of the 3rd magnitude. 

It was easy to spot this summer (1952) 
because Saturn was almost in the longi- 
tude of Vindemiatrix. Therefore locate 
Saturn and to the north of him find Vin- 
demiatrix. Its color is bright yellow. 

Its longitude on July 1, 1952 was 9° 
Libra 16’ 53”, latitude, north 16° 12’ 33”. 
It is catalogued as Epsilon Virginis. Its 
right ascension on July Ist was 194° 57’ 
23” and its declination, north 11° 12’ 50”. 
Its longitude in years past may be found 
approximately by subtracting for general 
precession 50.256” yearly. 


Spica 
This is Alpha or chief star of Virgo 
and derives its name from the designation 
of Virgo holding 5 colin ane Wek 


There 
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in her left hand. It is a brilliant flushed 
white star and lies in the zodiac only two 
degrees below the ecliptic. For this reason 
it is easy to locate, easier yet if there is a 
planet visible in the last third of the sign 
Libra, for Spica will be close by. 

It is one of the most important stars in 
the heavens, astronomically and astro- 
logically. It is really two stars but only 
the spectroscope can locate Spica’s ob- 
scure companion which, with it, revolves 
about a common centre of gravity at the 
enormous speed of 56 miles a second, in 
but four days. It is much used in naviga- 
tion. / 

A few stars were favorites with the 
ancient peoples who orientated their tem- 
ples to them at some time ‘of the year 
but no star surpassed Spica in this te- 
spect. According to Lockyer one of the 
temples of Thebes in Egypt was orien- 
tated to Spica’s setting about 3200 B. C. 
This pleasant practice continued into 
Greco-Roman times. 

Astrologically Spica told of all manner 
of good things: eminence, renown and 
riches included. What more does one 
wish? 

One wonders for what particular rea- 
son Spica is so important, ranking close 
after the Pleiades, Sirius, Regulus and 
the Aldebaran-Antares axis in this re- 
spect. I have nothing to go on but I can 
guess, can’t I? 

Among the many titles conferred on 
Spica there is one from the Arabic that 
is interesting. It appears in many forms: 
Sunbala, Sumbale, Sunbalet, Sunbale, 
etc. The correct title in Arabic is Al Sun- 
bulah, which means a sheaf of wheat. I 
am reminded of Shamballa® and wonder 
if Shamballa does not have -the same 
meaning as this Arabic word. The name 
Shamballa, where it occurs in occult 
literature or in the literature of the East, 
has never been translated. But if Sham- 
balla is the abode of the one called in 
the Bible “The Ancient of Days” or else- 
where as the “Virgin Youth of Eternal 
Summers,” who as chief of the Lords 
from Venus brought the gift of wheat, 
the divine food, to earth, then it seems 
that the resemblance of the name Sham- 
balla to Al Sunbulah merits further 
study. 


oh eaten of Oo earth existing in matter of the 2nd 
ether said to be located over the Gobi Desert. 
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If this is so, Spica is the “Star” of 
the Lord of the World, representative 
of the planetary Logos. Perhaps this ex- 
plains why Spica is important. At any 
rate, it’s a good guess. | 

Cyril Fagan of Clonskeagh, Dublin, 
has gone far to popularize the use of a 
zodiac among astrologers based on Spica 
as fiducial star. Readers who are inter- 
ested in the use of a sideral zodiac shguld 
read his book Zodiacs, Old and New. 

The Spectrum of Spica is similar to 
Sirius and its system is approaching us 
at the rate of 9 miles a second. 

On July 1, 1952 the longitude of Spica 
was 23° |tibra 10’ 58”, latitude south 2° 
3’ 4”; right ascension 200° 40’ 32” and 
declination south 10° 54’ 59”. At begin- 
ning of recent centuries, and 2000 A.D., 
the apparent zodiacal position of Spica 
was, or will be, to a first approximation:

Arcturus 


Since writing about Sirius I have had 
quite a bit to say about zodiacal stars. 
Now I shall go far outside the zodiac to 
pick up an old friend, Arcturus. 

It is in the same degree, 23 Libra, as 
Spica but lies about 33 degrees “up” 
from it. “Up” requires explanation. First 
to locate Arcturus. Many people locate 
it easily. Of a clear summer night in our 
latitudes look nearly overhead. If you see 
a bright golden yellow star, that’s Arc- 
turus. There are no bright stars any- 
where near it so it stands out, as Spica 
does also down near the ecliptic. 

It is not hard to locate the pole star. 
Once you know where the pole star is 
you have a good idea where the earth’s 
equator lies if projected into space be- 
cause it lies everywhere 90 degrees from 
the pole. Few can spot where the pole 
of the ecliptic lies, but if you can pick 
out Spica and Arcturus you've got the 
pole of the ecliptic because, lying in 
the same ecliptic longitude, all you need 
do is to imagine a line drawn between 
them, then double the length of the line 
and extend it in the general direction of 
the north from Arcturus and it’s near 
there. From this point the central line of 
the zodiac, or ecliptic, is everywhere at 
90 degrees. 





Arcturus is Alpha of the constellation 
Bootes who is pictured as the keeper, or 
guard, or chaser of the Great Bear (Ura 
Major) i.e., the Big Dipper, because it 
follows behind it, however it is inter- 
preted. The close association of Arcturus 
with the Great Bear and with Spica, 
which we find in the classics and in folk- 
lore, suggests the idea that Arcturus is a 
link between the group of the Great Bear 
and the star (Spica) of the Lord of the 
World. 

However that may be, Arcturus is 
universally regarded with deep affection 
as an old friend, much as a little boy 
would welcome a rich and affectionate 
uncle, Its appearance in the spring is a 
promise of warm, balmy days to come. 
Its lowered appearance in the fall pre- 
sides over the harvest. 

Astrologically the star brings riches 
and honor to those born under it. Just 
how this happens the astrologers do not 
tell us. Probably through Spica, but here 
the astrologers do have to burden them- 
selves with astronomy for as Spica and 
Arcturus have nearly identical longitudes 
it all comes out the same anyhow. 

Astrologers should have enough to 
do to interpret the forthcoming conjunc- 
tions of Saturn and Neptune which will 
fall within a degree or two short of the 
23rd degree of Libra. Astrologically in- 
terpreted, this soon-to-come linking of 
Saturn, Neptune, Spica, Arcturus and 
the Big Dipper group should change this 
world of ours! 

Little boys imagine their little world 
to be much bigger than it is. Half a 
century ago astronomers were thinking 
that Arcturus might prove to be a giant 
star. Regardless of imagination, one was 
willing to let Arcturus have all the 
honors. The Standard Dictionary quotes 
from the Authorized Version of the 
Bible: 

“Canst thou guide Arcturus with 


his sons ?” 
Job 38, 32. 

Today we know that Arcturus is many 
times larger than our sun but is not a 
giant. He is also quite distant but has a 
large proper motion registering mostly 
as a ry in latitude—about 1° in 17 
centuries, He is a very large copy of our 
own sun, 

Arcturus has always been much used 
in navigation, especially in ancient times 
(Continued on page 72)

ventions held in Chicago. I wonder what 


his sensitive soul would have reported 
of the 1952 affairs—running into many 
weeks with radio, television—and the 
weather—to add heat to the arguments? 

Today (7/27/52), I note that Senora 
Evita Peron, of Argentina, has lost her 
valiant fight for life, her death being re- 
ported this morning; King Farouk of 
Egypt abdicated yesterday in favor of 
his seven month’s old son, Ahmed Fuad 
II. (Farouk is reported to have said that 
after him, there was only the King of 
England and the four kings in a deck of 
cards. But there’s a Queen now in Eng- 
land, or hadn’t he heard? Which indeed 
makes the king business a pretty bad 
risk.) Yesterday, also, the Democratic 
Convention came to a surprise finish, with 
the nomination for the vice-presidency of 
Senator Sparkman, of Alabama, and the 
almost as surprising nomination of Gov- 
ernor Adlai Stevenson, of Illinois, for 
president. And out here, Southern Cali- 
fornia has stolen the headlines from the

Washington, D.C. 


ee geragpa Convention this past week 
fith-the second worst earthquake in the 
Golden State’s history. Living through 
these significant events is very different 
than preceiving them academically from 
the coordinating mathematical aspects of 
a collection of world charts! 
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in the charts set up for the opening of 
both conventions, charts that covered 
those events en toto. Our mistake was not 
in the conclusions we drew, but in not 
broadening our analyses to include all of 
the offices for which candidates were to 
be chosen—especially considering we were 
dealing with aspects from Uranus, planet 
of surprises. In the turn events took, 
Uranus was true to itself, and ‘eayght 
most of the astrologers napping. We were 
not wrong about the “dark horses.” In- 
deed, what else were the vice-presidential 
selections—of both parties—but the dark- 
est of horses, and certainly the manner 
of their selection was surprising, a de- 
parture from the representative form of 
our government: nomination by acclaim 
from the galleries! Stevenson fulfilled the 
aspect. Until the convention got under 
way, it was not at all certain that he was 
to become a serious contender. His pro- 
testations were like those of President 
Truman: no one could be certain about 
them. But where we fell short was in not 
considering the secondary offices included 
under the aspects in the Cofivention 
charts. It is within the realm of possibility 
that either of these two vice-presidential 
candidates could become a future presi- 
dent before the four years’ term is fin- 
ished. To check such a probability, how- 
ever, would require the progression of 
the personal charts of all four candidates 
—not within the scope of these monthly 
articles, for one thing, and secondly, be- 
cause correct birth data is not as yet avail- 
able for all the-elected candidates. 

The conventions occurred under a car- 
dinal cross, and fixed cross planets. Gen- 
eral Eisenhower was nominated under a 
heavy cardinal cross. Governor Stevenson 
was nominated under a heavy fixed cross, 
with a partial common cross. The cardinal 
cross is a finishing up of old conditions, 
brought to the present for completion or 
fulfillment. Events, under this aspect, 
must be “squared off” now; while the 
fixed cross is portentous of something 
that goes far back in time, and but awaits 
the appropriate moment for “squaring.” 
The two leading candidates—Eisenhower 
and Stevenson—face a truly titanic strug- 
gle in the coming competition, a contest 
involving far more than their personali- 
ties, and we think that it is in this 
struggle that the powerful squares will 
get in their work. For a comparison, I 


The planet Uranus figured prominently ‘can think only of a hospital filled with 


very sick patients (the candidates, with 
their squares, oppositions and crosses) 
where “success” is reckoned in terms— 
not of perfect, but of relative health, the 
most “successful” patient still being af- 
flicted . . . under restraint . . . not to be 
in the least envied, but nevertheless the 
“leading” invalid, and of most concern to 
the staff at the time—time, as always, 
being an element. (The lunation under 
consideration being in Virgo, ruling the 
natural fifth house of health, such an 
analogy is not too far-fetched. As a mat- 
ter of astrological fact, there is a likeli- 
hood that there will be illness among the 
leading candidates during this lunation.) 

An interesting Uranian sidelight of the 
Democratic Convention to this listener 
was the broadcast of Friday night—the 
last night. While the balloting went 
wearily on and state delegations here and 
there demanded recounts, everybody close 
to a radio or television set-—everybody but 
those in the convention hall—knew that it 
was all over but the shouting. Truman 
was standing by at the Stockyards Inn, 
and Stevenson was at the home of an aunt 
on the near north side, awaiting the sum- 
mons to make their triumphal entry. With 
the stage all set, with the big production 
in full swing, a little Saturnian aspect 
crept in. Kefauver somehow missed his 
cue and arrived a moment too late to stop 
the count with his strategy of Kefauver- 
to-Douglas-to-Stevenson. By the use of 
these new, Uranian mediums, it is clear 
the time has passed when it means any- 
thing to say: “I was there.” 

The Republican Party’s horoscope has 
22° of Libra ascending, which is very 
close to General Eisenhower’s Sun, Uran- 
us and Moon. But, on November 4th, 
Saturn and Neptune will conjoin that 
point. Should he win, his burden will be 
great, and it might all but wreck his 
health. His personal chart for the Sep- 
tember 19th lunation indicates a very 
serious physical condition, result no 
doubt of the arduous campaign he will 
have waged. Saturn and Neptune on his 
Sun is a devitalizing, debilitating aspect 

pwhich could affect kidneys, spleen and 
pancreas. 

While the Democratic Party’s prog- 
ressed Moon is passing through the 12th 
house, it does not mean that it is going 
into oblivion! Their candidate—Governor 
Stevenson—has his progressed Sun at 8° 
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of Aries, trine his natal Jupiter and work- 
ing near the natal node and Venus of the 
Democratic chart. The Governor’s prog- 
ressed Sun-Mercury falls on the mid- 
heaven of the Democratic chart. A candi- 
date with three planets in Aquarius, con- 
joined to the 1776 U. S. A. Moon and 
midheaven, is going to be very difficult for 
the Republican Party to beat. While Gov- 
ernor Stevenson may be called a Demo- 
crat, he is a person who has a mind of his 
own, and a man who uses his Aquarian 
principles, directing affairs regardless of 
party affiliations. Aquarians give orders; 
they do not take them. His stellium in 
Aquarius is sextile Jupiter, conjtinct Ur- 
anus in Sagittarius, indicating that he is 
a distinguished individual. (It is strange 
how the sign Aquarius runs through the 
destiny pattern of the United States and 
the lives of her political servants.) Souls’ 
born with a major conjunction of planets 
have a specific mission on earth. This man 
is a humanitarian on a greater plane of 
consciousness than the Democrats have 
been used to. With his Sun trine Neptune, 
he has a definite goal and ideals that are 
ever-present in his mind. Both Governor 
Stevenson and General Eisenhower are 
esteemed in intellectual circles, each hav- 
ing planets in air signs. We believe, how- 
ever, that the election will be a close one, 
and that the invisible government which 
overshadows mankind will take a hand in 
electing the right man for this time of 
crisis. All that is left now to the voters 
is to study the platforms of both parties— 
select the one that most clearly promises 
to preserve our constitutional rights—be- 
fore deciding on the candidate. 

The eclipses this year placed their mark 
on the successful candidates at the Con- 
ventions. The February 10, 1952 lunar 
eclipse was 21° of Leo-Aquarius. It fell 
close to Governor Stevenson’s Sun. The 
eclipse of August 5th falls right on his 
Mercury. This combination assured his 
nomination. The August 5th eclipse falls 
also near General Eisenhower’s Jupiter. 
The lunation for September 19th begins 
with 26° of Virgo and having for its 
ascendant 13° of Leo—exactly on the 
August eclipse point — indicating the 
changed destiny presently in order for 
this Country, under Aquarian and Leo 
eclipses. 

The lunation for the U. S. A., from 
September 19th to October 18th, falls in 
the second house, which places emphasis 





on taxes, budgets, loans, the stock market 
—everything involving the nation’s busi- 
ness economy. It is not detrimental be- 
cause it trines Jupiter in the .midheaven. 
It should stabilize our financial structure 
for the period. Farmers should benefit, 
since Virgo rules all cereal crops. Har- 
vests should be abundant, but there may 
be a lowering of prices, due to this very 
abundange. There should be plenty of 
wheat to export this year, although there 
have been droughts (7/27/52) and may 
still be more in some parts of the Country. 

Mars in the 5th square Mercury could 
be read as fires in theatres, schools or 
other public gathering places of the 
young. School will be very crowded. It 
would seem to require almost a three-shift 
day to accommodate the school-age chil- 
dren. The opposition of Mars to Uranus 
could indicate many deaths among out- 
standing people in the sport’s world, in 
the theatre, and among those in the liter- 
ary and educational field. 

The stellium in Libra, in the third 
house, indicates transportation problems. 
The increased Pullman and freight rates 
continue to go into effect. Many accidents 
are probable in planes because of faulty 
mechanism, etc., with Saturn, Venus and 
Neptune in Libra. A decision in the Fall- 
brook water matter could be handed down 
during this time. The news could be 
loaded with political scandals designed to 
sway the minds of voters. Old scandals 
may be revived. Venus, the planet of love, 
is besieged between Saturn and Neptune: 
scandals in the so-called “social” set. The 
planets in Libra—3rd house—could also 
release a decision for the individual 
States on their Tideland Oil claims 
against the Federal Government. 

The price of rubber declines under the 
conjunction of Venus, Neptune and Sat- 
urn in the third. World powers are start- 
ing campaign to establish claims to the 
rich contents of the ancient Dead Sea— 
the Lake of Palestine. It has been esti- 
mated that the minerals in that body of 
water alone are valuable enough to equip 
all the armed forces of the nations of the 
world, and whichever nation can control 
it would be the nation that could police 
the world, which explains the involved 
maneuvering for control of that part of 
the old Holyland. 

Uranus in the 12th: more rebellions in 
prisons, which will lead oe to re- 
forms in penal institutions. Weather, for 
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the lunation—which embraces early fall— 
will continue warm: fire sign ascending 
with Pluto and the South Node in the 
first house. 

The September conjunction of, Sun- 
Moon falls on President Truman’s Uran- 
us, in his 12th house, indicating some of 
his pet. measures will be by-passed by 
Congress. His health is better: Jupiter 
in his’ Sun sign. Uranus in the Presi- 
dent’s 12th house indicates he is a 
strong influence behind the scenes of the 
Democratic party. . 

London 

The lunation for London itself falls in 
the 12th house: Britain will be concerned 
with charitable institutions and how. to 
feed the many unemployed. England faces 
a very serious internal situation this com- 
ing winter, explained by the lunation, with 
Mercury, in the 12th house. Many people 
may be forced on the dole. Weather con- 
ditions may be bad: Saturn close to the 
ascendant. Saturn brings rainy, damp, 
cold weather. There could be a change in 
governmental policies. The Liberals may 
move to unseat Prime Minister Churchill. 
Considerable dissatisfaction could be ex- 
pressed by the populace at large against 
the government: Uranus in the 10th, 
Saturn in the first. The eclipses of the 
summer months disturbed the Prime Min- 
ister’s ‘horoscope to a very detrimental 
degree. It is questionable whether or not 
he can hold his control throughout the 
winter. His health appears to be impaired 
from the heavy transits of Saturn-Nep- 
tune. The New Moon itself opposes 
Queen Elizabeth’s Uranus, in the house 
of finance, indicating that she very likely 
will make drastic cuts in her personal 
expenses, and that she will also encounter 
many problems—both personal and col- 
onial. The abdication of King Farouk has 
not helped the British in North Africa. 
If anything, it has aggravated the situa- 
tion. 

Germany 

The animosity between East and West 
Germany grows hourly, from the look of 
this lunation chart. There could be con- 
siderable strife on the border. Radio pro- 
grams .beamed by the German people 
themselves are helping the morale of their 
brother nationals confined in the Eastern 
Zone of Germany, by reminding them of 
their inheritance, culture, training and 
moral strength, and encouraging them to 
resist the indoctrination of the Russians. 


Western Germany desires to return to her 
own ways of life—to have done with the 
occupation. 
Moscow 

The lunation falls in the house of gov- 
ernment (the 11th) for Moscow. From 
the aspects, it appears there will be an- 
other purge. Venus and Neptune con- 
joined, in the 12th, would indicate assas- 
sinations and deaths behind the scenes by 
governmental edict. Uranus in the house 
of judicial matters squares Neptune and 
Venus in the house of destruction and 
annihilation. There could also be some 
great national sorrow. Scorpio ascending 
affects the Russian Independence chart— 
they declared their independence in fhe 
month of November. This lunation is not 
favorable to Joseph Stalin: we find Mars 
on the Mercury of his birth chart, and 


.the lunation squares his natal/sun. The 


chart for November 16, 1933— when 
America recognized the Russian Govern- 
ment—is brought into play at this time by 
heavy transits of planets. August will 
have been a very controversial period be- 
tween Russian and American diplomats, 
and in the U. N. Council Chambers. The 
August 20th eclipse falls on the ascendant 
of the treaty chart, square to Mercury in 
Scorpio, with Mars transiting Mercury: 
further testimony of a purge in Russia, 
and an identification of the nation behind 
the North Korean war lords —if we 
needed identification ! With the lunation in 
Virgo, we shall hear considerable about 
“American germ warfare.” It is far more 
likely that the Communists used it than 
the U. N. fortes. This Virgo lunation 
squares the Mars of the treaty chart: 
serious differences in all our relations with 
Russia will continue. 
Teheran 

We see mofe testimony of strife among 
the people of Iran in this chart than we 
have for sometime. The government is as 
unstable, and as incapable of managing 
its affairs as it has been during the sum- 
mer months. In the legislative house of 
the chart, we have Venus, Satyrn and 
Neptune square to Uranus in the 8th, the 
house of death, showing sedition, insur- 
rections and lessened employment. 

Looking at the chart of the Anglo- 
Iranian Oil Company, it ‘confirms the 
continuation of political and civil unrest. 
No definite peace-is in sight. The Libra 
planets oppose the Sun, Mars and Venus 
in the April 14, 1909 chart of the Anglo- 
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Iranian Oil Company. This might have 
brought a peace move if Uranus was not 
on the ascendant, conjoined Neptune. This 
reflects the Eastern attitude toward the 
foreign owners. They are thwarting their 
own national economy by this stubborn- 
ness, 
Dehli, India 

India will have internal problems this 
month — not only among her fanatical 
religious groups, but with groups within 
her government. The Libra planets are in 
the 10th, indicating intrigues and the pres- 


ence of spies in the official household. The ~ 


lunation itself falls in the 9th house, 
square to Mars in the 12th, showing the 
religious flareups. The Mercury of the 
lunation chart falls on Mars-Saturn of the 
Republic of India’s horoscope, formed 
November 26, 1949, indicating the strife 
within her borders. These Libra planets 
fall on Nehru’s Uranus, square his prog- 
ressed Sun. The August eclipses disturb 
the Sun-Moon ascendant of Nehru’s chart 
detrimentally. This month will be a diffi- 
cult time for the political leaders of India 
to agree on policies beneficial to the peo- 
ple. Nehru is a diplomat, and has been 
schooled in Western politics; he knows 
how to pacify the warring factions in his 
own country, but when eclipses form such 
drastic patterns as they do in his chart, 
the native is hard-pressed to accomplish 
much. Food shortages are likely again. In- 
dia may have to turn to other countries 
for wheat and rice. Riots may cause the 
death and imprisonment of many. 


Japan 

For Tokio this month, the lunation falls 
in the 7th house, and in Virgo, which in- 
dicates the Japanese are making a con- 
tinued, determined bid for foreign trade. 
She makes many world-wide contacts in 
this effort, and will resent heavy tariffs 
placed on her goods by other countries. 
Severe aspects to the August eclipse may 
have brought earthquakes in the Taurus 
and Caucasian Mountains in Japan. The 
basic chart shows considerable disturbance 
for these people, and during this lunation 
we find the eclipse degree on the 7th 
house cusp. Textbooks (Pierce) on Mun- 
dane Astrology tell us that when we have 
severe earthquakes any place on the globe, 
we must go back to the solar and lunar 
eclipses preceding the shocks, and to look 
also to those coming up. The chart for 
Japan this month shows the population is 


Struggling under a past serious condition, 
common to these islands. 

The Virgo New Moon falls on the 
Japanese Emperor’s Moon, in the 9th 
house, displaying his interest in various 
matters beneficial to his people. The luna- 
tion’s 7th cusp falls on his 8th house, in- 
dicating many of his people are endan- 
gered from “Acts of God.” As long as 
Jupiter remains in Taurus, active earth 
disturbances may be anticipated. 


China 


The present Chinese government is go- 
ing to be far more interested in what 
goes on in the outside world than it is in 
its own domain during this lunation. The 
majority of the planets are‘on the West 
side of the map, showing she could have 
her purges, too, for “non-believers.” Her 
8th house is partially filled with the Sun- 
Moon, Mercury and Saturn, making ad- 
verse aspects to the platets Mars and 
Uranus. Edicts could sentence to death 
those who block the movement. Mars, of 
the lunation, conjuncts Mao’s Mércury, 
which is in opposition to his Neptune.*He 
will have scant patience with anyone who 
doesn’t embrace his brand of communism. 
The eclipse of August opposes his Vertus 
and squares his natal Jupiter. He will be 
extremely bad-tempered towards any 
resistance to discipline. Chinese casualties 
will be extremely heavy this month. The 
North Node is on Mao’s Venus, opposite 
the Moon, from the houses of death, and 
Jupiter on his natal Jupiter, in the 4th 
house, indicates his concern for the 
hoped-for peace. The Chinese people are 
burdened with sorrow. Food, always in 
short supply in China, this lunation could 
be read as holding starvation and death 
for large segments of the population with 
the approach of winter. 


France and italy 


Due to the eclipses of 1952, both the 
French and Italian governments are not 
too strong or integrated. The eclipses of 
August 20th effects changes in regimes, 
and religious movements. Probably clashes 
of some nature between the Church and 
government in both countries, since the 
eclipse was in Leo—ruling both countries 
—and on the fixed star Regulus. Accord- 
ing to Robson’s text on Fixed Stars, Reg- 
ulus adds violence, destructiveness, etc., 
and with Pluto now in the sign, it is easy 
to understand why they want the armies 
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of occupation out. They want to return to 
their own self-governing. To accede to 
their wishes would go far towards keep- 
ing the Atlantic and Western pacts alive 
for us in the event of future war. They 
respected General Eisenhower, but we re- 
member the unpleasantness that attached 
the arrival of General Ridgeway to re- 
place him. 
Cape Town, Africa 

In the chart for the Union of South 
Africa, May 31, 1910, Mars and Nep- 
tune were conjoined in the 12th house, in 
Cancer. The Virgo New Moon chart for 
September has Uranus in the 9th house, 
conjoined to these planets in the 12th, 
indicating that legislative trouble with 
reference to their racial problems—all be- 
hind the scenes—has been fomenting all 
summer, and will continue throughout the 
fall. The chart for the city of Cape Town 
has the 12th—the house of trouble—fully 
tenanted, indicating secret meetings and 
plottings against the government. Money 
may be appropriated to mobilize against 
future ‘uprisings. Mars was stationary at 
1° of Scorpio for three weeks in the 
month of June this year. The ascendant 
for Cape Town for this lunation indicates 
a warlike attitude on the part of the 
population. It would take very little to 
start racial uprisings. This ascendant op- 
poses Saturn in the May 21, 1910 chart, 
and confirms the cold plotting against 
authority. The chart for South Africa 
has 11° of Leo ascending, with Mars 
conjoined to that point now by progres- 
sion. The August 5th eclipse falls across 
Africa, setting this position to vibrating 
—adding to the ground swell of rebellion 
against authority. Pluto of the lunation is 
in the 10th house, indicating that the gov- 
ernment could resort to stringent methods 
to control any situation confronting it, 
but it is rather 4 time for peaceful moves 
than a display of too much authority. This 
section of the world needs to be watched 
right now that racial disturbances do not 
get out of hand. The outcome of affairs in 
Africa will be regarded as a criterion for 
other such outbreaks, should they be suc- 
cessful there. 


Egypt 
The abdication of King Farouk was 
clearly shown in his horoscope at birth. 
He is the victim of eclipses. The February 
10th eclipse fell right on his Sun; the 
August 5th eclipse fell across his Jupiter 
and Neptune ; and the August 20th eclipse 


was exactly opposite his natal Mercury, 
with Jupiter and Mars in opposition, con- 
joined his Nodes and Moon; and the 
transiting Neptune is on his ascendant. 
What more could be required for an abdi- 
cation? His power just fizzled out. Had 
he not abdicated, however, he probably 
would have been assassinated. 

Looking at the chart for the independ- 
ent state of Egypt (March 15, 1922), we 
have much the same testimony, with the 
eclipses touching the Neptune and the 
Mercury, and with Saturn exactly con- 
joined Jupiter. The Virgo new Moon op- 
poses the Sun of the Independence chart. 
The King’s departure, however, has not 
settled the unrest among the people or in 
government. Its new premier is still going 
to have plenty of trouble. Whether it is 
August, Septemher, October, or Novem- 
ber—the new rules go from one month to 
the next with nothing but problems and 
quarreling. Severing connection with Bri- 
tain is not the answer. This country is.not 
able as yet to govern itself because of the 
many factions. The only reason the Bri- 
tish were invited back is to supply a 
common foe, in the hope it might unite 
them. Their troubles, however, lie within 
their own borders: Neptune is the de- 
stroying angel in Farouk’s and the 
Independence chart—in other words, in- 
trigue. 

South America-—Argentina 

The lunation’s ascendant is in Leo, 
close to Senor Peron’s own planets. It 
will be a long time before this man gets 
over the emotional shock of Senora Per- 
on’s illness and death. We doubt if he will 
hold the affection of the people without 
her. There is unrest shown among the 
people, and it is likely there may be more 
resistance now. 

Mars, inthe 4th house for Buenos 
Aires, indicates drought for their forth- 
coming summer, and scarcity of food. 
Income from exports will be slowed 
down, and the national income for the 
month may be somewhat curtailed. Plane 
accidents are indicated; some governmen- 
tal projects could come cropper. With 
Mars in the 4th house, the military clique 
is not likely to’ be in accord with Peron 
during this period. 

Brazil 

The lunation chart for Rio de Janeiro 
shows a strong indication of financial 
stringency. Unless there is a goodly flow 
of tourist trade, and an adequacy’ of 
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foreign buyers for “their merchandise, 
Brazil is hard-pressed for ready cash. 
Transits of Jupiter-Saturn afflict the Bra- 
zilian Independence chart of November 
15, 1889. 

General Dutra’s horoscope is also 
afflicted this month, giving him troubles 
with exports, labor and religious. matters, 
as well as considerable internal strife. 
Transiting Uranus indicates the people 
are resentful against the government due 
to a lack of work and food because of 
drought. This country’s major cpncern, 
this month, is centered on obtaining food, 
exports, and cash. 

The United States depends consider- 
ably on the South American countries for 
imports of tin and copper, ruled by Jupi- 
ter and Venus, respectively. These planets 
are afflicted during this lunation, indicat- 
ing that South American countries could 
offer these commodities for export, and 
thereby help their economy, if pricing can 
be solved. 

' Mexico 

The lunation for Mexico falls in the 
3rd house, with the Libra group in the 
4th. There may be serious earth disturb- 
ances, either in Mexico or Central Amer- 
ica during the fall months. Saturn and 
Neptune in the 4th indicates the “good 
earth” may be in travail. These planets 
also have reference to American oil in- 
vestments in Mexico. Labor, during the 
lunation, could rebel against working for 
foreign interests: Mars on the cusp of 
the 6th house, squaring Mercury in Vir- 
go, indicates trouble between owners and 
employees, and dissension in general 
throughout Mexico during the fall months 
between capital and labor. All the planets 
—with the exception of Jupiter—are be- 
low the horizon for Mexico City. This is 
indicative of the unrest stirring the peo- 
ple. Several of the lunation’s planets 
afflict the Mexican Independence chart of 
September 15, 1810, and they will stir up 
configurations inharmonious &t the time 
they declared their independence from 
Spain, therefore, a repetition, in degree, 
of some of the phases of the previous 
aspect can be expected: resistance to em- 
ployers’ demands, to land owners and 
foreign investors. In other words, Mexico 
could be in the throes of an incipient 
rebellion. 

The undermining of Mexican morale— 
by foreign agents—is shown by the pres- 
ence of Uranus in the first house. The 


people are disturbed—desire a change; 
desire more freedom. They are a sensi- 
tive, susceptible people —easy prey of 
propagandists who offer to better their 
conditions. An element of national fear 
is predicated in the Virgo lunation chart 
—a fear perhaps traceable to a threat of 
major earth disturbances, and the hunger 
and physical misery that could follow. 

Epidemics could undermine the nation- 
al health. The peoples’ emotions are truly 
on the surface this month. American pic- 
tures may be in production in Mexico at 
this time, The picturesque, ancient atmos- 
phere of Mexico is fast succumbing to the 
influx of foreigners—American and for- 
eign tourists who want it modernized for 
their convenience. U. S. firms are opening 
branch and chain stores, replacing the 
individuality and beauty of the old city, 
and placing upon it instead the rubber 
stamp of Maih Street.

Whether this period spells success or 
failure depends on the preparation you've 
made for it, “building up the reserves in 
the back room” for present drains, de- 
mands, emergencies, business opportuni- 
ties, health repairs, and the skyrocketing 
costs of mere existence. 

For Saturn brings neither success nor 
failure “in his little black bag” ; his transit 
is the measure of your capacity to rise to 
your own greatest potential for achieve- 
ment under test conditions (you lay the 
foundations for that rise at this beginning 
point in the cycle).

To pass the buck to 
Saturn may be a convenient alibi for 
spinelessness, but it solves no problems. 
In the year ahead, there’s still time to 
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pull yourself together (if you’ve been 
using the transit so far in a negative 
way, letting life “push you around,” or 
have permitted yourself to be caught short 
of proper planning, training, or prepara- 
tion). Get that necessary training. Stand 
up to obligations and begin to discharge 
them to the best of present means and 
ability. Make your own decisions. Get a 
physical checkup and do at once what 
must be done to bring your health up to 
par—and to keep it that way. Go on that 
diet to get rid of excess poundage. Limit 
activities and social interests to absolute 
essentials; carry no “dead weight” of any 
sort—useless frivolities, unproductive side 
interests, self-defeating or oyer-suspicious 
attitudes, energy-dissipating worry or self 
pity. Put security first—and go at your 
problems in a way to win self-respect and 
the respect of others. As you learn how 
to carry your own load (or, if necessity 
dictates, how and when to relinquish it), 
you gain stature, set yourself firmly on 
the path of mature accomplishment.

Uranus 


If you had only Saturn to deal with, 
the problem would be clear-cut and sim- 
ple. But there’s a contrary pull from the 
independent, rebellious, order-and-con- 
vention-defying Uranus, centered from 
’49 to ’55 in your house of business, repu- 
tation, superiors. Change is the order of 
the day, and from one minute to the next, 
your position, status, ways of doing busi- 
ness, base of operations, your market 
value, are subject to sudden shifts. You 
have to adjust to unexpected changes at 
executive or political levels, or in over-all 
policy. You must find the exact mixture 
of conservatism (Saturn) and daring 
(Uranus), of experience and ingenious 
resource in meeting unforeseen situations 
—to hold your own on this constantly 
shifting scene. Welcome the chance to be 
more on your own—to venture in busi- 
ness, Or manage a department, free lance, 
do independent research. 

Your best formula for success is to 
keep out of the way of capricious supe- 
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riors when they’re on a rampage, to ex- 
ploit what’s been proved useful and work- 
able in some dramatically novel way, to 
adjust quickly to new requirements, new 
rules or policies, and get things swiftly 
organized so they'll ftinction with least 
waste and wear and tear on everyone 
concerned. The trap in this crossfire of 
drives (for security on the one hand, and 
for change and daring experiment on the 
other ), is selfishness, lack of consideration 
for the needs or rights of others.

Dear Miss Starr: 


It was with considerable interest and 
surprise that I read your column in the 
June issue of American Astrology since 
I was the “unusual sister” discussed 
therein. Though I had not known previ- 
ously of my brother's letter to you, and 
though I could have wished for a little 
more accuracy in the particulars he re- 
lated, may I say that I have no objection 
to its pub&cation. 

Having been an amateur student of 
astrology for some years, I was quite in- 
terested in your answer. In a chart 
erected for C. S. T. (the time in use at 
my birth) I find that 20:27 Leo is rising. 
Therefore, | am in a quandary—which 
chart is correct? The birthtime sent you 
is right—4:30 P. M., March 7, 1921— 
but its C. S. T., not M. S. T., as you 
evidently used_I found your entire reply 
fascinating, and since I should like to 
have you answer this letter in your col- 
umn, if you deem it of sufficient general 
interest to your readers, | am writing to 
give you further particulars, and to cor- 
recta few wrong (if well meant) im- 
pressions given in my brother’s letter. 

Toa kindly and very dear-person like 
my brother, it might seem that my really 
quite meager talents approach those of 
genius, but I assure you this is far from 
true. Because we have been so much 
apart, and because my personal philoso- 
phy and ways of meeting life and -its 
problems are so very different from his 
own, I have found it both prudent and 
kinder to say little of past experiences. 
This has generated perhaps too much 
mystery, and I was most distressed to 


discover, in reading his letter to you, that 
I had become a real problem to him. 

Though, as my brother has said, I 
have changed positions frequently, he 
neglected to say that most of the past 
twelve years was spent in one single pro- 
fession—that of teaching. The “weird 
cult” to which he refers is a theosophical 
lodge of which I am still an enthusiastic, 
but inactive, member. The nervousness 
and brooding to which he refers may 
arise from feelings of frustration with 
my present occupation, but more than 
likely it is due to poor health caused by 
a bronchial and sinus infection, and to 
an increasing lack of physical energy. In 
your answer you referred to the fact 
that I would be happier in a foreign land. 
Strangely enough, I have been consider- 
ing a position which would take me over- 
seas this autumn. 

You are quite right when you say that 
a life of quiet domesticity would be.a 
living death for me. Being an intuitive 
type, and making decisions, perhaps too 
frequently, on hunches, I am sometimes | 
impelled to close my eyes, take a deep 
breath, and jump into the unknown; but 
the thought of causing unhappiness to 
someone who might love me always de- 
ters the final leap. Yet I do not wish to 
forego the life experience of marriage. 
Though this may seem like an adolescent 
attitude marriage is something which I 
should prefer to taste, and then put aside. 
I have been attracted to forceful types of 
men and twice F have fallen in love and 
found the experience so emotionally over- 
powering and spiritually depleting, that 
I do not wish a repeat performance. 

Miss Starr, I should very much like 
your further astrological opinion in this 
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matter. Though I do not feel that the 
past experience has been wasted, | sin- 
cerely wish to make the rest of life use- 
ful, not just to myself, but to others. Do 
you think marriage of some sort would 
be the right direction, and if so, what 
kind of marriage? What type of man? 
Or do you think that my life energies 
should be directed in some other channel? 
From what very little I can read in my 
radical chart (if it is the right one) there 
is little of fulfilment of any kind. Even 
so, I feel that this diversity should be 
unified and directed into the best avail- 
able channel, and your opinion, in this 
regard, would be most helpful, and cer- 
tainly much appreciated.

ANSWER: Your brother’s letter, as 
you will note, did not state that Central 
Standard Time was the time used in 
your birth locality, This shows the im- 
portance of knowing exactly whether 
Central Time, Mountain Time, etc., were 
used. Unless the exact town or city is 
given, there is no way to check this. In 
my own early days as an astrological 
student, every astrologer. I knew used 
Eastern Standard Time for erecting my 
horoscope, as that was the time currently 
in effect, and as far as the astrologers 
knew, or could discover, it had been in 
effect in my birth locality at the time of 
my birth. But when I wrote to the Capitol 
of my birth state, I discovered that in the 
Capitol, and my own locality of birth, 
Central time was then in use, and not 
Eastern time, which the largest city in the 
state, and some others, used that year, 
and have used ever since. 

In a chart erected for March 7, 1921, 
4:30 P. M., C. S. T., 29 N., 98 W,, the 
sign of Leo is indeed rising, and you 
have the correct degree. 

This chart gives Uranus, and not Nep- 
tune, the rulership of your department of 
marriage. This planet is conjunct Mer- 
cury in Pisces in your seventh, in the 
sign on your eighth house cusp, and the 
Sun, your chart’s ruler, is also in Pisces 
but in the eighth. Neptune, your life 
ruler, is in Leo, retrograde in your 
twelfth house, but in trine to Mars in 
Aries in your ninth, to which latter planet 
your progressed Sun has come this year; 
in fact, you are this year experiencing a 
progressed lunation in Aries conjunct 
your Mars. You are well out of the

“chrysalis period” of your life referred 
to previously, and into that of the higher 
mind, ready for new interests. Pro- 

ressed Mercury in Pisces opposes your 
in Virgo in your second this year, 
which shows the cautious nature of your 
reasoning, and the uncertainty. Your 
progressed Venus conjunction progressed 
Mars in Taurus in your ninth house, 
sextile Pluto, trine Jupiter, but square 
Neptune, shows the longing for far fields, 
change, or distant places.

ANSWER: The twelfth house is that 
which is associated with prisons, im- 
prisonment, and secrets generally.

ANSWER: In the absence of your 
husband’s hour of birth, it is not possible 
to determine which planets had jurisdic- 
tion over his death. It is true that Pluto, 
the planet associated with Scorpio and 
death, was transiting over his Sun; but 
then it is likewise influencing many other 
Leos who are still very much in the land 
of the living, as Pluto is also the planet 
of change and regeneration. 

The nature of the accident is shown 
by your husband’s progressed Moon on 
his South Node and Mars in Cancer, 
the latter exactly square to his progressed 
Jupiter. This latter is a dangerous aspect, 
both natally and progressed, and one 
discussed many times in this department. 
The progressed Moon passing over his 
progressed Mars, the planet associated 
with accidents, and Saturn over his pro- 
gressed Sun and Jupiter, evidently pre- 
cipitated the crisis which resulted in his 
death by accident. The unexpected na- 
ture of his demise is evidenced in his 
natal Sun square Uranus in Scorpio, 
also by his Mercury in square to Pluto, 
Mars and Neptdine (accidents through 
haste, carelessness, or misplaced trust— 
as in allowing another to drive the car).

Children’s Sun-Sign Analyses 


W: have received many inquiries from 
parents and. relatives asking for a method 
for guiding their children born in the 
various months. We have never handled 
this important subject from the Sun Sign 
analysis, because there is much in a child’s 
nature that cannot be found in the sun 
sign alone. However, there are certain 
facts that can be found out and explained. 

Many books and articles have been 
written giving the interpretation of each 
month in the Sun sign analyses that all 
may read, but nothing that would give 
parents and relatives a system of “Child 
Guidance” as applied to their child, not 
their own natures. 

In order to get full value out of this 
type of analyses we must understand there 
are two phases of nature in each human 
being ; the inner nature and the outer, the 
individuality and the personality. There is 
also that connecting link between, which 
is the mentality. 


The Individuality is found in the Sun 
Sign. It is the soul quality that gives the 
life principle. It is the central power of 
life in the body and has little or no influ- 
ence through the intellect as such, but can 
manifest a very strong vital force towards 
action indirectly. It denotes only that 
phase of our being that is the fixed pat- 
tern of our inner nature, consequently, it 
unfolds very slowly during the lifetime, 
and is not subject to change. 


The only assistance the parents can 
have in knowing and understanding the 
Sun sign of their child is to get an idea of 
the motives and urges behind the actions. 
The Sun seems to be that Power behind 


the Throne—or that force that works 
through the senses, mentality and emo- 
tional phases. 
_ The Personality is found in the Ascend- 
ing Sign, the Moon, and the aspects. It is 
the outer being, or physical body and de- 
notes the senses, sensations, feelings and 
desires. This phase of nature is found 
when the birth time is known. It is that 
part of human nature that changes 
through the experiences of life’s events. 
The Personality can be modified and 
molded through correct guidance and 
education, and can unfold rapidly. 

The mental attributes are indicated in 
the planet Mercury, sign, house and as- 
pects. The aspects denote the relation be- 


* tween the soul (Sun) and body (Ascend- 


ent and Moon). It is here we get a direct 
communicatjon between soul and body; 
the ents the environment and the 
regard to other people in life. This phase 
of nature is expressed through the vary- 
ing and changing moods, and can be easily 
guided along the right channels. 
However, as we study the Sun signs in 
this article we will give only that informa- 
tion that should be useful to you in 
understanding your child and yourself. 
We are not dealing with the child’s per- 
sonality for we do not here take into con- 
sideration the time of birth, nor the year. 
Any description that might fit the person- 
ality of the child is due to the fact that 
he may have been born around six o'clock 
in the morning, then he would have his 
Sun sign on the Ascendent of his chart. 
As the guidance of your child depends 
upon your own nature and ability to 
blend with him or her, it is necessary to 
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consider your own Sun sign in-connec- 
tion with. your child’s. In the combina- 
tion of the two charts, we feel you will 
understand our analysis of your child, 
which is the groundwork of this special 
system of Child Guidance. 


The Water Triplicities. 


If you, the parent, were born in ,the 
sign of Cancer, Scorpio or Pisces, your 
inner nature and individuality seek ex- 
pression through your emotions, as you 
have a somewhat retiring and passive at- 
titude towards the events in your life. 
These are negative signs that are stimu- 
lated only when stirred through the urge 
to protect the helpless. There is a greater 
feeling of pain and pleasure that is more 
keen than is found in the less sensitive 
natures.

Encourage him 
all you can to save his pennies, study his 
lessons and be kind to others. Do not set 
a bad example by creating discord and 
trouble in the environment. He will re- 
member these things all of his life as they 
become an indelible imprint on his mind. 


Scorpio—Oct. 24th through Nov. 23rd. 


The Scorpio parent believes in stern 
duty. When they have a task to handle 
they do not want to relax until they have 
completed or discharged it. They expect 
the same diligence in their children. They 
never shirk their duty towards them; in 
fact, they seem to own them body and 
soul, for they are possessive. They desire 
to make their children healthy, success- 
ful and prosperous. Parenthood is a 
responsibility they carry to the fullest ex- 
tent as they have the capacity to wrestle 
with the problems of life that require 
endurance and tremendous effort. Just as 
they do not expect sympathy from their 
children, neither do they give sympathy. 
Their basic motivation is intense. Theirs 
is a cold emotion, rigid, powerful and 
strong. They can hate and love with a 
vengeance. 

If a child can withstand the severe 
training under the guidance of a Scorpio 
parent he will develop into a person who 
can face the world with courage and self- 
confidence, but so many children cannot. 
His parent is so possessive and dominat- 
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in him that lasts throughout life. This 
connecting link is devoid the love and 
devotion they are both seeking. 

A Scorpio child is generally a dif- 
ficult child. The first thing to do is to 
teach him to’ share his things with others, 
to guard and protect others as well as 
himself, and to lend a helping hand when- 
ever possible. Let your keynote be to 
teach him to be kind and “onsiderate at 
all times; never to dominate others, nor 
criticize them, or hold a grudge that leads 
towards the desire for revenge. Scorpio 
children climb high in the world of affairs 
for many of them are scientists, phy- 
sicians, surgeons, nurses, actors, or ac- 
tresses. They have a wonderful ambition 
and can surmount difficult obstacles that 
another would not dare to try. Few par- 
ents understand their Scorpio children 
and often give up trying to mold their 
character, but those that persist are cer- 
tainly blessed with a child of destiny. 

Pisces—Feb. 20th through Mar. 20th. 

A Pisces parent is inclined to train 
the children in the way he, or she, thinks 
they ought to go. Pisces produces a very 
sensitive nature. The mind is impressed 
with apprehension and fears for the sake 
of the child. If discord, illness or financial 
trouble cloud the environment there is a 
keen sensing of others’ sorrow and at the 
same time the desire to aid those Who are 
suffering. Sacrifice is the Pisces pattern 
and in this mood many situations are 
often turned into the exact opposite of 
what was intended. The mother does not 
care to let the neighbors know of any 
difficulty with her children beeause she is 
afraid of their criticisms. She is a good 
mother and Piscean men are fine fathers, 
but they live in the emotions of their 
children. If the children are going through 
a romance then the Piscean parent goes 
through it with them. If the children are 
going through sorrow and failure, then 
the parent feels this unhappiness, too. 
Somehow they do not feel they are 
equipped by nature to handle problems in 
the business of living. They depend a 
great deal on their children. They are 
happiest when they can live quietly and 
comfortably away from the struggles of 
everyday life. 

Your Piscean child is a lovely little 
one, who may cry easily, but just as 
easily dries its tears. He or she is a 
dreamer, romantic and craves sensation. 
Piscean children are often mediumistic, 


and are frequently obsessed with vague 
fears and worries, yet are quick to take 
on and express others’ ideas, constantly 
seeking for encouragement and some- 
thing in which to believe. They are not 
often original or creative, but they can 
finish a job another more enterprising 
person starts, or can improve on an- 
other’s work. These children require little 
discipline. They will obey their parents 
easily and seldom cause trouble in the 
family. 

A wise parent will explain much to 
their Piscean child who in turn will re- 
member and can be depended upon. How- 
ever, if there is strife and quarrels in the 
home environment then this sensitive 
child is most unhappy and will become 
confused and very irritable. Do not at- 
tempt to use force in making him do 
things—just offer suggestions and guide 
him with words of encouragement, love 
and understanding. Never try to break 
his will, if he should show a temper— 
which is possible—but talk to him quietly, 
otherwise he will be very stubborn and 
temperamental. Teach him to be strong 
and able to shoulder responsibilities, with- 
out shirking nor to lay blame on another 
for his own misdeeds. 

You have a tender, sensitive child to 
raise who is not likely to cause you many 
problems while very young, but you must 
bear in mind he or she must face the 
world alone one of these days, so it is 
your duty to start him right with this 
object in mind. 

Triplicities of Fire and Water. 

The three signs Cancer, Scorpio and 
Pisces are negative water signs. The 
natives of these signs receive impressions 
and are sensitive and passive. They re- 
quire contact with a more positive ele- 
ment in the Fire signs so as to fully 
express their true nature. 

The Fire Triplicities of Aries, Leo and 
Sagittarius give energy, zeal, inspiration 
and enthusiasm and form a balance with 
the Water signs, because they are exact 
opposites.

Crores that produce their yield above 
the soil and grow fram seed with a root 
formation, such as beans, peas, tomatoes, 
lettuce, corn, sweetpeas and marigolds, 
should be pianted when the Moon is New 
or in First Quarter. Crops that produce 
their yield in the soil and grow from a 
bulb formation, such as beets, carrots, 
potatoes, turnips, radishes, tulips and 
gladiolis should be planted at Full Moon 


_or Last Quarter. Plant in Last’ Quarter 


only if necessary as the Last Quarter is 
not considered a good phase in which to 
plant. 

Time given is Eastern Standard Time. 

Never plant when the soil is bone dry 
if you wish to lunar plant, as there must 
be moisture in the soil to start germina- 
tion, 

Seeding for Hay, Grain and Cereals: 
After Sept. 22nd, fall plantings can. be 
made at Full Moon periods with good 
success of a firm root setting, if your 
location and weather permit. Here are 
the fall planting dates. The good days 
are Oct. Ist, and 2nd and up to 2:31 
P.M., Oct. 9th and 10th, up to 3:50 
P.M. Oct. 11th, also all day Oct. 17th, 
18th, 19th, 20th, 28th and 29th. The fair 
days are Oct. 4th after 4:15 P.M., all 
day Oct. 5th and 6th, also after 2:28 


P.M. Oct. 23rd, all day Oct. 24th, and 
up to 6:28 P.M. Oct. 25th. 

Seeding for Lawns: The above dates 
can be used for fall lawn-making if your 
location and weather permit. 

Laying Sod: Early laying of sod in the 
fall allows the roots to secure themselves 
to the under soil and the new laid soil 
will winter over much better and with 
less frost damage to the new tender roots. 

Weaning Animals or Changing Their 
Feed: For best results this task should 
be done on Oct. Ist and 2nd, also 22nd to 
29th inclusive. The best two days are 
Oct. 24th and 25th. 

Pruning, Nipping Buds and Cutting 
Grass: Good for fast growth, Oct. Ist, 
up to 2:31 P.M. Oct. 2nd, also all day 
Oct: 19th, 20th, 28th and 29th. Fair for 
slow growth, Oct. 5th, 6th, 17th and 18th. 
Good for slow growth, Oct. 9th and 10th. 
Fair for fast growth, Oct. 24th and 25th. 

Irish Potatoes, Bulb Planting, Root 
Separation and Planting: For the north- 
ern planter those early spring blooming 
bulbs should be planted soon. Perennial 
flowers should not be root-separated and 
replanted. The fair time is after 4:05 
P.M. Oct. 4th, Oct. 5th and 6th, also 
after 4:44 P.M. Oct. 16th, Oct. 17th, and 
up to 5:42 P.M. Oct. 18th, The best time 
is Oct. 9th, 10th, and up to 3:50 P.M. 
Oct. 11th. 

Harvesting Seed for Replanting: Bet- 
ter crops come from Lunar planted seed 
and these crops of new seed should be 
harvested on Oct. 4th after 4:05 P.M., 
Oct. 5th and 6th, also after 4:44 P.M. 
Oct. 16th, and on Oct. 17th and 18th. 

Harvesting Hay, Fodder and Storage 
of Grain: The fair dates are Oct. 3rd, 
up to 4:05 P.M. Oct. 4th, after 3:50 P.M. 
Oct. 11th, on Oct. 12th and 13th, also 
after 9:14 A.M. Oct. 21st, and all day 
Oct. 22nd and 23rd.

Dear Mr. Hook: 

Being very much interested in your column, 
Over The Fence, would you kindly advise if a 
privet hedge would grow under Maple trees? 
If not, would you kindly suggest an all-year- 
hedge for fence planting?

We appreciate your interest in our column, 
Your Garden, and wish to make it helpful as 
well as interesting by trying to give you 
answers to your garden problems. Privet, for a 
hedge, is the common name for Ligustrum, a 
genus of deciduous evergreen shrubs of the 
Olive Family used for hedges and screening 
purposes, also for ornamental purposes. 

For Long Island and where the winter is 
moderate, spring and fall plantings can be 
made. This shrub is not too particular about 


/ 


the soil it grows in, is adapted to sand, shade, 
city and seaside conditions. The evergreen 
species are not too hardy and some of the de- 
ciduous kinds are killed back by severe cold. If 
killed they usually grow up more bushy the 
next season. California Privet L. Ovalifolittn is 
adapted to close clipping and may be trimmed 
into fancy shapes, but are killed to the ground 
by below zero weather. 

For a hardy tall hedge try L. Vulgare, which 
holds its leaves quite late. Like all other plants 
it has its troubles with fungus, for which use a 
dormant spray with a fungicide, also a later 
spray to protect new growth. Cut out and burn 
all dead growths, Japanese scale and olive scale 
can be controlled by a dormant spraying with 
miscible oil. For the Privet mite use a sulphur 
spray. There are several types of Privet. Your 
nursery-man can tell you which is the best for 
your location and purpose. 


Farmer’s Daily Guide 


Routine farm and garden work includes ~ 


plowing, dragging, harrowing, spading and 
raking, getting soil in shape for planting, 
hoeing and cultivating to destroy weeds, 
spraying to destroy plant diseases and in- 
sects, cutting undesired growths of weeds or 
plants, also general cleaning up about the 
farm and home garden. 

Oct. 1—First Quarter, Moon in Pisces. 
Plant above-ground producing crops; do 
slipping and transplanting; use chemical 
fertilizers, and purchase poultry hatched to- 
day. Set duck and turkey eggs. 

Oct. 2—Do the same tasks as listed for 
yesterday, but set no eggs. After 2:31 P.M. 
today do the work listed for tomorrow. 

Oct. 3—Do routine farm and garden work. 

Oct. 4—Do or finish up the same work you 
started yesterday up to 4:05 P.M. today. 
This being Saturday, it is a good day to go 
to town to sell farm produce. If you spend 
money, do it wisely today. After 4:05 P.M. 
is a fair time to plant under-ground produc- 
ing plants and flower bulbs; for making 
preserves, jellies and pickles, to use animal 
fertilizers, lay shingles, paint and set fence 
posts. 

Oct. 5—SUNDAY. Use this day for re- 
ligious or spiritual worship; if you must 





work do the tasks listed after 4:05 P.M. Oct. 
4th. 

Oct. 65—Do today the same tasks as listed 
for Oct. 4th after 4:05 P.M. 

Oct. 7—Do routine farm and garden work; 
set whicken eggs. 

Oct. 8—Good day for the same tasks as 
listed for yesterday.
